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THE ENDS OF MILLENIA

WE ASTROLOGERS have a terrible time with history because 
academic scholars tend to derive their descriptions of 
history from what is written either during the period in 
question or by each other. Correct astrological conclu- 
sions require facts. [*1] Nowhere are the facts more 
clouded than in the Dark Ages in general and during the 
Xth century in particular. 


The only people who could read and write in the Xth 
century were priests, monks, and clerics. Therefore, all 
writing had a religious or spiritual bent. The Xthcentury 
was hardly one oF total or even semi-total immersion in 
the ideational. The papacy at the time was called The 
Pornocracy. Sylvester Il, who was Pope at the turn of the 
millenium, was an astrologer and a magician-~presumably in 
the ancient sense. Although monasticism enjoyeda great 
revival, it was probably due to the very venal state of 
affairs of the Church. What the end of the Xth centu: 
does mark in terms of Christianity is the end of Churc 
expansion and conversion.[*2] From this point on Catholi-

The Christians did not winthe 
Crusades. Belief was always tenuous. The Inquisition ran 
from1200stothe1700s--yes, thatlongandthatlate. 
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cism will try to consolidate its gains and keep its spiri- 
tual and temporal empire frombreaking apart totally. The 
motivation behind any widespread popular religiosity was 
"end of the world" fever. Everyone feared the Last Judg- 
ment and the Apocalypse predictions. 


The major concerns of the people of the Xthcentury 
were survival and protection. The last half of the first 
millenia saw constant warfare and ravishment from Vikings, 
Danes, Vandals, Huns, and all the hordes that swept across 
the land from eastern and northern Europe. When the people 
of the land were not being attacked from outside, they 
were fighting with each other in important and unimportant 
tribal and regional squabbles. The end result was the 
birth of the nation state. The Norman Conquest of 1066 
marks the moulding of Europe into identifiable national- 
ities and geographical groupings. 


Within the context of the knowledge on which the 
people of the early Middle Ages had to build, the Xth 
century was every bit as exciting as our own Industrial 
Revolution, perhaps even of our evolution into space. The 
Xth century closed with the passage of Pluto through 
Virgo. It held the same position when we landed on the 
Moon. 


The first great development had to do with the intro- 
duction of new harnessing--a rigid horse collar, and 
nailed horseshoes. Heretofore oxen had been used to plough 
the land with a harness that often choked the animal's 
windpipe, hardly conducive to speed and efficiency. The 
ploughing of fields by oxen required more human effort 
than with the horse. But the horse, like any work animal, 
is only as good as his hooves. Once the horse could 
breathe and his feet were reinforced and protected by 
iron, it superceded the oxen as plough animal. More land 
could be ploughed in a shorter period of time with less 
human involvement. 


Though water-wheels had been invented centuries be- 
fore, it was during the Xth century that they came into 
more extensive use and for more tasks than milling flour, 
The discovery (perhaps rediscovery) of the principle of 
the cam allowed circular motion to be translated into 
reciprocal motion. Thus mills could be used to beat as 
well as to grind. Fewer people were needed to produce more 
goods, for grinding flour, fulling wool, and smelting 
iron. Mechanical power began to replace human power. Per- 
haps the greatest leap from humanity to mechanics was the 
development of the crank. A human being's anatomy tends 
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naturally towards reciprocal motion. All early hand querns 
for grinding wheat had handles that were pulled and pushed 
back and forth to grind stones over the kernels. When 
human arms turn something full circle there is adeadspot 
in the motion. The set of mind that incorporated circular 
motion into human operated machinery opened the way for 
the creation of mechanisms and machinery that ultimately 
took over many human tasks. 


Another mistake astrologers cannot afford to make in 
scholarship is to view the development of history as the 
development of Europe. During this same period the Arabs 
were making phenomenal strides in physics, astronomy and 
mathematics. Arabic numbers were introduced into Europe in 
the Xth century, foreshadowing a total revolution in com- 
merce and science, 


At the end of the first millenium Latin was giving 
way to the vernacular in writing. Beowulf had been written 
Old English. Writing in the vernacular led to more paper- 
work and bureaucracy. The Burghal Hidage, a Xth century 
document, reflects early attempts at economic order. Sur- 
veys were made of landholdings, which were reorganized 
into manageable andstandard groupings. King Ethelred II 
issued writs to transfer, authenticate, and verify land 
holdings. Alfred the Great, who reigned just prior to this 
period, was responsible for many of these organizational 
cos administrative changes that were commonplace in the 

Ss. 


In spiritual and ideational terms, what the end of 
the first millenium truly accomplished was the triumph of 
organized religion over paganism. [*3] The Christian 
Church, being a material as well as a spiritual power, 
proved it could provide more protection and succor than 
did the worship of trees and brooks. 


The real significance of this mid-point of the Pis- 
cean Age is the completion of the transformation of indi

the present. Is certainty ever a possibility in the Age of 
Pisces? 
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viduality into anonymity, the true thrust of this Age of 
Pisces. In the first half it was accomplished by subordin- 
ating man to God, whether that God was Christ, Allah or 
Buddha. In the second half it was accomplished by subor- 
dinating man to scientific abstraction. Scientific ab- 
straction began in the Xth century. 


In earlier periods of time everything was measured on 
a human scale. Anacre was the amount of landaman witha 
teamof oxen could plow in one day. A hide in England was 
the amount of land needed to support a family. If the soil 
was light and airy an acre would cover a greater amount of 
land than if the soil were heavy and thick. Heavy soils 
required more time and energy to plough. Subsequently the 
hide in regions of thick and heavy soil would be smaller 
than the hide of a light and airy soil. The volume of a 
bushel of apples might be different from the volume of a 
bushel of wheat because each would be scaled on what a 
human could manage in terms of production or portage. 


When the horse-drawn plough came into existence, land 
began to be measured by what the plough could manage in a 
given period of time, not what a man could manage. The 
output of a mill was not determined by the time it took a 
man to grind the wheat or full the wool, but by what the 
mill could produce. In other words, the transition of the 
Xthcentury was froma human-centered existence witha 
focus on a spiritual afterlife to a non-human scientific 
technology with a focus on the here and now, which has 
culminated in our present spiritual and emotional disori- 
entation. Whichever way you turn it, what cannot be seen, 
felt, and touched still runs our lives. 


Though the spiritual and the material or the sensate 
and the ideational are always coincident on the Virgo- 
Pisces axis, this being the Piscean Age, Pisces will 
predominate. If you think that our "philosophical" orien- 
tation is rational and material in practice, look at 
modern astronomy and nuclear physics. ere are more stars 
and galaxies in our present day cosmology than there are 
angels on the head of a pin. As to the atom, it has been 
broken down into so many sub-particles that youcanseea 
new group of angels massing for their own special pinhead. 
What everhappened to elegance and simplicity? The most 
interesting part of modern astronomy and modern atomics is 
that each cannot be verified by direct observation. There 
is no Virgo on the cutting edge of modern science, onlya 
mathematically distorted claim to Virgo. 


As to when this Piscean Age will give way to Aqua- 
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rius, we'll certainly know in hindsight, as we always do. 
There are signs to watch for as mankind tries to reassert 
his humanity during the Aquarius-Leo pas de deux. 


Scientists will discover that the universe is not 
expanding. It is in fact compressing. Pisces being a 
mutable sign and therefore one of dispersion would lead to 
the observation of an expanding universe. Aquarius being a 
fixed sign, indicates either stasis or compression. 


Patterns of thought and language will change. Instead 
of the linear, reductionist and abstracting patterns of 
thought that have been developed during Pisces, we will 
return to a more symbolic, whole-brain incorporation of 
logic, intuition, memory and pattern recognition. Astrolo- 
gy is this kind of language, which is why there has been a 
revival of interest in astrology. However, the amalgam 
will probably be different since it will be built on an 
understanding of the universe far different from that on 
which the Age of Taurus astrology was built. 


The laws of the universe will become fixed, not ten- 
dential. We canalready see the entrenchment of intellec- 
tual design on the workings of the world. However, ecology 
rather than progress will be the guiding principle. Cycles 
will replace evolutionary thinking, since they are the 
only way to incorporate stability and change. The present- 
day fight between the creationists and the evolutionists 
over what is being taught in school is far more sig- 
nificant than it seems on the surface. It is really a 
fight between myth and rational materialism. The Age of 
Aquarius will see a restoration of myth and art against 
science and technology. Fixed signs are creative and de- 
ductive. Mutable signs are analytical and inductive. 


Humanism will return asa guiding principle, not the 
Renaissance humanism that exalted man's brain against his 
faith and instinct, but one that will strive towards a 
more personal and manageable existence for the individual. 
If the Piscean concept of world government is achieved, 
our units of power and management willdevolve into more 
manageable groupings. When nation-states are banished, 
city-states will rise in importance. People will regroup 
in more human-centered proportions, by personal taste and 
inclination, by geography andculture--ecologicalunits, 
if you will. 


In the Age of Pisces we were indoctrinated by guilt 
and persuasion, both rational and irrational. In Aquarius 
we will be indoctrinated by machines and strangers. As the 
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family unit breaks up, children are being moulded by peer 
pressure and machines--computers and television. Our de- 
sire for individuality and recognition (Leo) will vie with 
the demands of the community and brotherhood (Aquarius). 
Democracy is likely to be wed to dictatorship. The good of 
the community will supercede the good of the individual. 
The victim will no longer be exalted. Christ was, after 
all, the ultimate victim. An arbitrary impersonal author- 
ity will rule. 


Atomic energy seems the most likely fuel of the 
future, since it is compressed and not resource-depleting. 
Space travel would seem highly likely since Aquarius is an 
air sign. In the elemental groupings air corresponds to 
space and nothingness. Once space is put under human 
domination, the universe will shrink and become more man- 
ageable and less mystical. Space is also the one principle 
of unity in our universe. It is the one medium that unites 
us all. Every rock and every human being is full of space. 
Our whole universe, in effect, is a three-dimensional 
picture painted on space. 


All the seeds of Aquarius are in place. We merely 
await the catalyst. Einstein may be ourJohn the Baptist. 


The Age of Aries, the eye-for-an-eye Old Testament, 
exalted individuality and aggresssion. The Age of Pisces 
destroyed it. The Age of Aquarius will attempt to restore 
the balance. Like the Age of Taurus, it will attempt to 
make a unity of the material world, relating everything 
visible to everything else that is visible. Unlike the 
Taurean Egyptians who tried to do it with the direct 
manipulation of material forces, even to the point of 
defying death and decay, the Aquarians will try to do it 
with their intelligence and with their flights into the 
unknown. Each man will be as a god, his religion will be 
humanity. In the end his isolation and alienation may 
drive him back into the paternal and familial arms of the 
Age of Capricorn.

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THE CYCLE OF CIVILISATION 
PART I: THE PLANET LION 


--CHARLES A, JAYNE-- 


CONSIDERABLE EVIDENCE indicates that there is a long cycle 
during which a whole civilization unfolds. In 1911] the 
eminent egyptologist Sir William Flinders Petrie [*1] 
noted that the great Egyptian civilization had two main 
periods of development, each extending over 1500 years, 
the first from about 4000 to 2500 B.C., the second from 
2500 to 1000 B.C. Flinders also noted a parallel develop- 
ment in nearby Mesopotamia that commenced 500 years ear- 
lier, extending from 4500 to 1500 B.C. [*2] Oswald 
Spengler [*3] outlineda similar cycle, beginning with the 
Graeco-Roman Apollonian civilization (1,000 B.C. to 500 
A.D.), and succeeded by the Faustian Catholic-European 
civilisation (500-2000 A.D.). One can certainly say that 
Spengler's two civilizations were successors to the prior 
dual Rovptien ones, with a shift from south to north of 
the Mediterranean. 


The best summary of this cycle that Ihave seen is by 
Jean Bradford, with whom I worked on it many years ago and 
to whom I am greatly indebted. She noted a later 3,000- 
year dual cycle in the East, from 1500 B.C. to 1500 A.D., 
which took place not only in the Middle East but also in 
India, China and even in Meso-America (e.g., the Maya).

The word "decline" in the title of Spengler's book indi- 
cated his anticipationofhow thesecond1,500-yearcycle 
wouldend. 
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This dual cycle was the successor to the prior one in 
Mesopotamia. 


Jean Bradford pointed out that the overall 3,000-year 
cycle is composed initially of a predominantly and collec- 
tively extrovertive phase, which is followed by a mainly 
and collectively introvertive one. Each extrovertive phase 
commences with an heroic religion. For the Appollonian 
civilization in Greece there was the early Greek pantheon 
of the Gods of Mount Olympus. The Eastern Cycle that 
started at about 1,500 B.C. had the Rig Vedas of India. 
Our own new western civilisation commenced with the Norse 
Edda andits Valhalla. By contrast, the introvertive sec- 
ond phase invariably begins with a wholly different reli- 
gious orientation, one which is transcendental and mysti- 
cal. In Asia this phase coincided with the profound effect 
of Buddhism. In Europe the equally profound effect of 
Christianity corresponds to the beginning of the Faustian 
and Catholic period in about 500 A.D. [*4 


Although neither Spengler or Petrie did so, Bradford 
was able to identify a whole new 6,000-year sequence that 
commenced in the East at about 500 A.D. with the Huns of 
Central Asia. In the West a similar new 6,000-year se- 
quence started in Northern Europe at about 1,000 A.D. 
Assuming this identification to be correct, after the end 
of the present century these two civilization cycles will 
be the only ongoing ones, the focus of the western cycle 
now having shifted to North America and the eastern one 
remaining in Asia. 


Can Astrology bring any illumination to this great 
cycle? Iam going to postulate an hypothetical planet, 
Lion, with a period in the tropical Zodiac of Signs that 
is only a little over 1,500 years. 


In the latter part of this article there is an ephem- 
eris for Lion at 10-year intervals, plus a Solar Correc- 
tion Table which will make it possible for this body to be 
placed accurately into any horoscope. [*5] In the second 
and concluding article on this Cycle of Civilization,

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evidence will be given for the vital role that Pluto plays 
in dividing the 1,500-yearcycle into six phases, each one 
nearly 250 years long. It will also be shown that the 
major key to the structure of our whole Planetary System 
lies in the relationship of Pluto to Lion! 


In the main this long cycle is a relatively intan- 
ible one of culture and of collective consciousness, It 
oes, however, manifest itself in Toynbee's more tangible 

parochial societies, which can be related astrologically 
to Jupiter-Saturn- Uranus as discussed in the first 176] of 
this five-fold series of articles on the significance of 
long-term planetary recurrence cycles. After four of the 
794.37-year Jupiter-Saturn recurrence periods (3,177.5 
years in the tropical Zodiac) both Uranus and Pluto will 
make an approximate recurrence of position and relation- 
ship together with Jupiter and Saturn. In 3,220 years, 
after 13 sidereal circuits by Pluto, the Pluto-Lion recur— 
rence occurs in the more intangible Zodiac of the Constel- 
lations. This Pluto-Lion cycle is related to culture, 
characteristic of the more intangible effects of the si- 
dereal Zodiac, whereas the four-fold Jupiter-Saturn- Uranus 
-Pluto cycle in the more tangible tropical-seasonal Zodiac 
can be related to political economy. 


George Sutcliffe [*7] endeavoured to link ancient 
wisdom withmodern science. In 1929 he obtained the ser- 
vices of Geoffrey Hodson, a seer. Both men were members of 
the Theosophical Society. First, Hodson's claimed powers 
of "etheric vision" were tested. Undercarefully control- 
led conditions, he successfully described a series of 
chemical reactions. Sutcliffe then asked Hodson to use his 
etheric sensitivity to "look" at our planetary system. 
Hodson, ignorant of bothastrology and astronomy, had no 
biasing preconceptions. He "saw" twelve streams of "mag- 
netic-vitalistic" (pranic) energy flowing out from the Sun 
to twelve planets, then returning from them back to the 
Sun. He did not "see" such small bodies as the asteroids, 
Chiron or Pluto. Together with the known planets, Hodson 
"saw" four others: intra-Mercurial Vulcan (its radiation 
being only in the deep infrared); the body Rudhyar has 
named Lucifer (Blavatsky named it Rex--it is etheric, with 
only ultraviolet radiation and is in the inner part of the

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belt of asteroids) with a period of 40 months; and two 
more planets far beyond Neptune, which have been named 
Morya and Lion. At that time, in 1929, Morya was at 18-20 
Scorpio and Lion was at 15° Virgo. 


Sutcliffe also deduceda law relating the moments of 
inertia of the planets to each other (a body's moment of 
inertia is the product of its mass with its relative 
distance from the Sun). Using this law Ihave been able to 
obtain the probable distances and periods of Morya and 
Lion. Their sidereal periods are 640 and 1610 years, 
respectively, and their masses are about 41 times that of 
the Earth. They are thus quite large bodies, which would 
suggest they have nearly circular orbits. It is the small 
bodies (Mercury, the Asteroids, Chiron and Pluto) which 
have highly elliptical and inclined orbits. Those in near- 
ly circular orbits move much more uniformly, whichis very 
useful if we are attempting to project their positions 
accurately. Currently Lion is moving 0°14',layearandis 
about to leave the tropical sign Virgo. 


Is there really any evidence that Lion does exist? In 
1951 Eleanor Hesseltine, Edgar R. Wagner and myself tested 
the planet's effect indirectly. Using solar-are direc- 
tions, we were able to relate many of the events listed in 
Hesseltine's 30-year series of diaries to Lion. This in- 
vestigation enabled us to come to an understanding of some 
of Lion's effects. 


As Jean Bradford had said, the effect of the long 
1,500-year cycle is to make those affected by Lion become 
more refined, more "civilized". Prior to this they are 
barbarians, strongly under the influence of primitive, 
vital Mars. The nature of Lion is best described as 
"Saturn + Venus". Lion has more to do with the Arts and 
Humanities than it does with the Sciences. Yet it does 
also have a saturnine side, and is connected with death 
and illness. Its action, like that of leaden-footed Sat- 
urn, is slow. Whereas Saturn is masculine, Lion is sex- 
ually neutral, like Mercury, and can therefore indicate 
the death or illness of a member of either sex. Above all, 
however, Lion is the planet of learning and education--and 
not only formal education, for those born with a strong 
Lion invariably like to read and to study. One might say 
then that Lion is a "mental" planet, but it differs from 
Uranus in that it lacks originality. A cultured woman or 
an educated man is a typical Lion type. It isa relatively 
exoteric planet, unlike psychological and intangible Nep- 
tune, Pluto or Isis. 
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Isis, another of the hypothetical planets, is men- 
tioned here as its influence has been found to be much 
more intangible than that of Lion, Isis is believed to be 
the next major body beyond Pluto. Currently itislocated 
about 18°Gemini, tropical, and is moving 1° a year. The 
late Charles Carter studied Isisovera fifty-year period. 
Just before his death in 1968, he wrote [*8] that he 
considered it to be a real planet. My own research has led 
me to believe that Isis, Morya and Lion are the three most 
important bodies beyond Pluto. 


Subtle cosmic energies enter our planetary system 
through the mediation of our planets which undoubtably act 
as "stepdown transformers". This is a large and complex 
subject. Yet something should be said about the three 
supersystems to which we belong and for which Isis, Mo: 
and Lion are the mediators. Near the beginning of the 
sidereal Zodiac is the centroid of our local group con- 
taining at least twenty-five galaxies (located at about 
28° Aries, tropical). It is dominated by the great spiral 
nebula in Andromeda (the local group's mass centroid ison 
a line with it) and by our own large galaxy. Within this 
enormous local group is the next supersystem, our own 
galaxy, whose center isnear the cusp of the constellation 
Sagittarius (27° Sagittarius, tropical). Within this in 
turn lies our own local system, a star cloud of some 
200,000 stars which lie across an outer spiral arm(Cygnus 
to Carina) of our galaxy. It is egg-shaped and has its 
mass centroid far below the ecliptic in the ancient con- 
stellation of Argo Navis. Indeed, it is the real ark that 
carries us over the waters of space of ourgalaxy. Most of 
the stars we can see with our naked eyes belong to this 
third supersystem. Its centroid is in the middle of tropi- 
cal Virgo, just where Hodson "saw" Lion in 1929! The 
hypothetical planet was named Lion because that centroid 
is in the constellation of Leo. My investigations suggest 
that Morya is the "stepdown transformer" for the remote 
local group, Isis for the huge nucleus of our galaxy 
(termed the Great Mother by the ancients, the Central 
Spiritual Sun in the Kabbala), and Lion for the local 
system, whose centroid is only about 100 parsecsdistant. 
These three centers lie close to the cusps of the three 
fire constellations. It is notable that Walter J. Sampson 
[*9] based the Zodiac of the signs on the cusps of the

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three fire signs. One may consider the tropical Zodiac to 
be a "reflection", at a more tangible level, of the more 
intangible Zodiac of the constellations. The discovery of 
Lion at its own cosmic center, where it is located only 
once in sixteen centuries, may indeed be said to emphasize 
the importance of this present century. 


Since the initial research of the ABC Research Group 
(Hesseltine, Wagner and Jayne) the existence of Lionhas 
been tested and verified independently by a number of 
other astrologers. Readers can easily test the validity of 
this planet for themselves. 


Table I below lists the position of Lion at 10-year 
intervals from 1870 to 1990 for those days in the year 
when Lion was conjunct the Sun. All positions are in 
tropical Virgo.

THE PLANET LION 


To find the natal position of Lion 


Assume birth on 15th April 1934 with natal Sun at 
24°45! Aries. First locate the position of the Sun-Lion 
conjunction that occurred in a period of less than a year 
before birth. As the previous Sun-Lion conjunction to 
April 1934 occured in September 1933, we must first locate 
Lion in September 1933, using Table I. In September 1930, 
three years before 1933, the conjunction occured at 15°13! 
Virgo. Between 1930 and 1940 we note that the conjunction 
moves 2°21' in the decade, or 14'.1 each year, Hence by 
1933 it will have moved 3 x 14',1 or 42', The September 
1933 Sun-Lion conjunction therefore occured at 15°55! 
Virgo, which is where the Sun was on 9th September 1933. 


Now we use Table II. The difference (following the 
order of the signs) between the natal Sunat 24°45! Aries 
on 15th April 1934 and the prior Sun-Lion conjunction at 
15°55' Virgo on 9th September 1933 was 218040, 219° to 
the nearest degree. Table II tells us that if the aspect 
is 220° we must subtract 9', if it is 210° we subtract 6'. 
As the observed aspect of 219° is so close to 220, we 
subtract 9! from 15°55! Virgo, to obtain a natal position 
of Lion on 15th April 1934 of 15°46! Virgo. 


To observe the effect of Lion in your life add and 
subtract the solar arc from its natal position and note 
when this brings directed Lion to aspect a natal angle or 
planet. 


Solar Are Directions 


Assume you want the direct Solar Arc in your horo- 
scope for the age of 30 years 4 months, Don't bother with 
the A.C.D., instead use the ephemeris Sun on the day of 
your birth, whether you have a midnight or a noon ephemer- 
is. Note down the longitude of the Sun as stated in the 
ephemeris on the day of your birth, say 24°20'16" Arieson 
15th April 1934, Then note down the Sun's ephemeris posi- 
tion 30 days later, say 23928'31" Taurus on 15th May 1934, 
(We are assuming that a solar day in the ephemeris is 
equivalent by direction to one year of your life.) The 
difference between these two positions, 29°08'15", is the 
direct solar arc at the age of 30. To find the additional 
movement between your 30th birthday and your age of 30 
years 4 months, note the difference between the Sun's 
position 30 days after birth, say 23°28'31", with its 
position in the ephemeris the following day, the 31st 
after birth, say 24°26'23", In this example the differ- 
ence, the amount the Sun is travelling in 24 hours at that 
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hours at that time of the year, is 57'52". To find the 
monthly rate divide 57'52" by 12, obtaining 4'49", Hence 
the solar arc at age 30 years 4 months is 29027'31". 
Fortunately errors in the time of birth do not impair the 
accuracy of the Solar Arc.

A certain client of mine is highly responsive to 
Lion. Hernatal Mercury at 17°10! Pisces is conjunct her 
MC at 18°03! Pisces, which in turn is conjunct her Sun at 
22°00! Pisces. Natal Lion at 18°48' Virgo retrograde op- 
poses this Mercury-MC-Sun conjunction. This opposition is 
in turn part of a powerful T-cross as XIIth house Saturn 
at 20°06' Gemini and Mars at 22°28! Gemini square the 
opposition. She is a teacher of children (her Vth house 
Moon at 21°39! Libra and 3S49 declination isparaliel to 
her MC 4844 and Sun 3S10). The Moon rules the 8©31' Cancer 
Ascendant. The Midheaven of any horoscope and the aspects 
to it are the main indicators of the career. This woman 
has three Master degrees! Her life revolves around educa- 
tion. The squares of Mars and Saturn, the traditional 
malefics, have placed many obstacles in her path as one 
might expect. For example, despite many years of effort 
and outstanding qualifications, she has been unable to 
gain admission to a doctoral programme in psychology. 
Directions involving aspects to and by Lion have timed 
many of the problems she has experienced inhercareer, In 
this birth chart, Lion is a major key to the whole life 
focus. 


This case is cited not as any proof of the reality of 
this body but rather as a single illustration of how it 
works. When Lion is rising near the Ascendant ina birth- 
chart we invariably have an individual who loves to read 
and to study. Its hard aspects can account for deaths and 
illnesses. These have therefore proven very useful in the 
rectification of birth times. In other aspects it triggers 
an interest in the arts and in culture, rather than in the 
sciences. One should, however, always remember that these 
outer planets are not personal since their cycles are so 
very long. In many respects the whole educational process 
which refines and civilizes us transcends the personal. As 
the representatives of the supersystems, Isis, Morya and 
Lion are the transcendent planets.

PRIMARY DIRECTIONS IN AZIMUTH 


PRIMARY DIRECTIONS IN AZIMUTH 


--AXEL HARVEY-- 


AN AZIMUTH MAP isa horoscope chart in which the positions 
of the celestial bodies are projected onto the plane of 
the birthplace horizon rather than onto the ecliptic. Thus 
if an observer facing a planet has to turn 90 degrees in 
order to face asecond planet, then those two planets will 
form an exact square in the azimuth map for the time and 
place in questions their aspect in the Zodiacal mapmay be 
quite different, because the two projection planes virtu- 
ally never coincide. 


Examples of horoscopes in azimuth, along with summary 
rules for wing them up and interpreting them, appeared 
in the first issue of Considerations [*1]. Some basic 
remarks about this kind of charting will be repeated here. 


"Azimuth" is the astronomical and nautical term for 
measurement along the horizon. Since a planet is not 
always on the horizon (just as it is rarely on the plane 
of the Zodiac), its azimuth is determined by drawing a 
vertical line from its actual place to the horizon. The 
meeting point of the line and the horizon is the planet's 
position in azimuth, 


Azimuth must be measured from a conventional erin 
point: in navigation this is usually the north or sout 
point of the horizon. 


For reasons which I dealt with at length in my pre- 
vious article, I use the Vertex or western branch of the 
Prime Vertical as my 0-degree mark; furthermore I measure 
distances clockwise, i.e. from west through north, east 
and south in that order. Where it is necessary to avoid 
confusion, Icall azimuth measured in this way "astrologi- 
cal azimuth". 


The azimuth map is highly personal. Two maps for the

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same instant but different localities, or for the same 
place at an hour's interval, can look quite different. 
This is not simply because the relationships between pla- 
nets and angles are different in the two maps: the planets 
themselves will move at different rates during the day-~ 
faster as they pass near the the projection points, which 
happen to be the Zenith and Nadir of the birthplace, and 
slower as they cross the Prime Vertical. As a consequence, 
the spacing between planets varies with time. 


The transverse co-ordinate in an azimuth map, analo- 
gous to latitude ina zodiacal map, is altitude. This is 
vertical distance from the horizon. A negative altitude 
indicates a point below the horizon. 


The Vertex, besides being the 0-point of azimuth 
poSsrione also serves as the first cusp of the Azimuth 
ouse system. 


In this system the cusps are plumb-lines dividing the 
birthplace horizon into twelve equal segments. One can 
"draw" the Azimuth first cusp just by facing due West, 
pointing straight ahead, and moving one's arm up and down; 
one can then draw the second cusp by turning right 30 
degrees and repeating the same gesture. 


Azimuth houses are identical to Zenith houses except 
for being numbered differently. Just as positions in azi- 
muth are counted clockwise, so the houses are numbered 
clockwise. This has the advantage of allowing planets to 
enter the houses in the natural numerical order during the 
day: also, house II begins at 30° of azimuth, house III at 
60°, and so forth. My previous article discussed the 
symbolic correctness of clockwise houses. Of course these 
houses can be shown on ordinary Zodiacal maps, just like 
houses in any other system. 


eg 1 is the birth map, in the Zodiac, of Mrs. Z 
[#2] : 25th January 1939, 5:04.2 UT, at 47N55 69W06. 


(This map is drawn in the so-called European fashion, 
in which each planet is situated on the circle ina place

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corresponding to its actual position on the ecliptic, 
instead of merely being put into one of twelve equal 
wedge-shaped boxes. Similarly, house cusps--Campanus here 
--are placed according to where they actually cross the 
ecliptic and are therefore not evenly spaced. Maps like 
this are essential to show the different spacings of the 
planets in zodiacal and azimuth maps, or in azimuth maps 
for different times.) 


Figure 2 is the same map, but it now has Azimuth 
instead of Campanus cusps. Since this is a Zodiacal map, 
house cusps are the only elements to be numbered clock- 
wise. I find that the Zodiacal map with Azimuth cusps is 
useful for interpreting a radix, although I have reasons 
to think it is not practical for predictive work. [*3] 


Figure 3 is a different map of the same sky. The 
paper now represents the plane of the horizon, and planets 
and house cusps are all shown in their azimuth positions. 
Since the plane of the paper is assumed to be the same as 
the plane which defines the house system, the cusps are 
evenly spaced. For the same reason, no planet can possibly 
turn up in the wrong house. [*4] 


Also, each planet's azimuth indicates precisely what 
osition it occupies within its house. Thus the Sun is at 
038' of the IVth house. This is another way of saying 

that its azimuth is 97°38' , just as writing 7°38' of 
Cancer is another way of indicating a longitude of 97°38'. 


But this position, while it is written down in the 
same way longitudes are recorded, is based on a purely 
local, temporary observation. If we were standing at the 
birthplace when this birth occurred, andif we were able 
to draw a vertical line through the Sun, it would cross 
the horizon 7°38' east of due north, i.e. 7938' beyond the 
lower meridian or Cusp IV.

PRIMARY DIRECTIONS IN AZIMUTH 


DIRECTING THE AZIMUTH MAP 


Readers familiar with primary directions will have 
noticed that the azimuth map simply showsa special vari- 
ety of mundane position, namely, that sort which is re- 
lated to Azimuth houses. Planets exactly on the IInd and 
Vith Azimuth cusps, say, will be 120 degrees apart in the 
azimuth map. In other words they forma mundane trine in 
the Azimuth system, just as planets on the IInd and VIth 
Placidus cusps form a mundane trine in the Placidian 
system. 


The method of direction I use is a sort of mundane 
primary. One adds to the natal RAMC a certain arc (roughly 
one degree per year of life) and draws up a new azimuth 
map, using the radical bodies as if they had frozen on the 
celestial sphere and could advance only in diurnal motion. 


The directed and radical maps are then compared, and 
one looks for aspects and parallels (of altitude) between 
them, 


As we have seen, labelling azimuth positions and 
cusps clockwise means that bodies directed by diurnal 
motion proceed forward in the chart, so that azimuth 
directions are as straightforward as transits. Other sys- 
tems Gipete the illusion that planets direct themselves 

Ss. 


Figure 4, for example, is the native's map directed 
to the time of her marriage, 27th December 1958. The pla- 
nets in this map are the radical ones: natal right ascen- 
sions and declinations are used to compute the new azi- 
muths and altitudes, which differ from the original ones 
only because an arc of direction has been added to the 
RAMC, The arc in this case (for reasons we shall examine 
presently) is 199.0114. 


This map would be identical to the azimuth birthmap 
of someone born at the same place but later, when the RAMC 
was 19°.0114 further than it was at our native's birth (if 
we overlook the planets having been "frozen" in their 
real-space motion). 


It is easy enough to see how the horoscope has moved 
in a general way, with Neptune closer to the top of the 
map, the Moon about to pass from house II to house III, 
Venus in the first degree of house VII, and so on. 
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Furthermore the geometry of the map has changed. For 
instance the Moon trines Venus in the directed azimuth map 
(arc: 121925'), but does not do so in the radical (where 
the arc was 126°29'), On the other hand the Mercury- Uranus 
trine in the radical azimuth map has disappeared (the 
arc being 132°11' now instead of 120°47'). 


Note also how an advance of 19° in RAMC has thrown 
Pluto forwards by 33°54'. Pluto isnow only 63°59' behind 
Uranus, instead of 84°07' as at birth. 


I mention these points to illustrate the personal 
nature of mundane maps in general, and azimuth maps in 
particular. Azimuth maps have no "generational" planets, 
no planets tied to historical epochs: in this example 
Pluto has moved 68 percent faster than the Moon! 


Exact aspects, however, are what we want indirec- 
tions: for this particular event, we should note that our 
fast-moving Pluto makes a square with Jupiter (orb 5!) 
while Mars makes a square with radical Pluto (orb 0'). 
Oddly enough, Mars is the ruler of the Descendant or 
conventional VIIth, while Jupiter is the ruler of the 
Antivertex or Azimuth VIIth--just what one would expect in 
the direction aspects for an unsuccessful marriage. 


More details about this and other events are given 
further on in this article.

THE MIRROR ARC 


No question in predictive astrology is asdelicateas 
that of arcs. One wants to rotate the celestial sphere by 
an angle X for each period of time Y after birth. Exactly 
how is this to be done? 


A number of symbolic arcs (and they are all symbolic, 
nomatterhow technical the details) have been suggested 
with different candidates for X and Y. Since my own symbo- 
lic arc does not rest on a better theoretical basis than 
any of the others, I hesitate to add it to the astrolo- 
ger's overloaded bag of tricks: my only justification is 
that the arc I use gives me better results than the others 
Ihave tried.

The mirror arc works as follows. Assumeatime equi- 
valence of a day fora year. Starting at the moment when 
the Sun was exactly opposed to the natal Sun six months 
before birth (which I shall refer to as the opposition 
epoch) count backwards as many days as required. Find the 
longitude of the Sun at the moment in time to which you 
have counted, then calculate the difference between this 
position andthe Sun's longitude at the opposition epoch. 
The result is the mirror arc. This is to be added forward 
to the natal RAMC to produce the directed horoscope in 
azimuth.

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I am aware that this procedure is implausible on 
several counts. For example, the mirror arc isto be taken 
asis, i.e. without being converted to the corresponding 
arc in right ascension: yet it is added to the RAMC along 
the celestial equator. 


Several alternate procedures--involving mean arcs, 
arcs converted to right ascension, or solar arcs based on 
the radical Sun or onan opposition epoch six months after 
birth--have failed to give satisfactory results. 


Those with a desire for great precision, and the 
computational tools to obtain it, may follow these steps: 


1. Given the time for which the directed mapis 
needed, find the native's age in mean tropical 
years at this time with theformula: 


(J - JO)/(365.242604765 - (8.4E-11)(J + J0)) 


where J and JO are the Julian day numbers of 
the time in question and the native's birth- 
time, respectively. 


2. Find the time of the opposition epoch. 


3. Go back from this time as many mean solar 
days as the native has mean tropical years of 
age, then find the Sun's longitude at the end 
of the reverse interval. 


4, Subtract this longitude from the longitude 
opposite the natal Sun, add the resulting arc 
to the RAMC and erect a new azimuth map. 


Thus the arc used in the illustration, 199.0114, is 
derived from the native's age at her marriage, 19.9223 
years. Since she was born in the Winter the mirror arc 
depends on the Sun's motion in the Summer, which is slow. 


DIRECTIONS VS. TRANSITS IN THE EXAMPLE MAP 


The following analysis covers 18 events in the life 
of Mrs. Z; not all of them exhibit close direction as- 
pects, but it is interesting that where they do not, 
transits explain the event satisfactorily. 


Furthermore, certain transits and directions confirm 
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the birth hour of 0:04.2 EST which, as readers have no 
doubt guessed, is rectified. 


Mrs. Z's birthdate is 24th January according to some 
of her papers and 25th January according to others. From 
this fact and from information provided by her mother, she 
deduces that she was born close to Midnight between the 
two dates. The hour eventually settled on was chosen 
because of a certain direction connected with her marriage 
--event Number 2--which we have not yet considered. 


This article is not intended to be a study of recti- 
fication, so I shall not dwell on the methods I use to 
establish birth hours. It is worth noting, however, that 
of all the close aspects enumerated hereunder, only one 
owes its null orb to the arbitrary choice of a birth time: 
the others--including several null orbs-~followed auto- 
matically, so to speak. 


In these examples, as in all my work, the rulerships 
of Azimuth houses are used for azimuth directions, while 
rulerships of conventional houses are used for transits. 
The two systems are segregated. The Vertex and Ascendant 
and their opposite points, however, are not mere cusps but 
major angles. Thus I will refer to the rulers of the 
Ascendant and Descendant even in the context of primary 
directions. 


1. She decides to marry. September 1958, no exact date. Age: 
say 19.64 years. Mirror arc: 189.7409. 


Dir. Sunsextile Node (0')and dir. Mercurysextile Neptune 
(+4'), Mercury, ruler of the Gemini Vertex, making a harmonious 
aspect toa Neptune whichis debilitated and opposes the Moon, 
might be characterized as "calculating self-will exciting unsound 
romantic notions", Mrs. Z waslaterto work very hardto getout 
of this marriage. 


It is significant that Venus had entered the VIIth Azimuth 
house recently. Its directed position for this period was 
180°23', just too far from the Antivertex to count as a close 
aspect: butthe Venusianclimate must have beenirresistible for 
a 19-year-old girl in rural Quebec. 


Possibly important (but mentioned only as a curiosity in 
this context) is the quintile of dir. Moon to Mercury (+5'). 
Keplerian aspects were not searched forsystematically inthis 
study and shall not be mentioned hereafter.

The native's radical Uranus-Node opposition is close both in 
the Zodiac andin azimuth, indicating that she finds it difficult 
to maintain stable partnerships. Now this opposition is aggra- 
vated by an even closer contra-parallel in altitude: at birth, 
the native has Uranus 12°10! above the horizon and the mean Node 
12908' below. This pattern holds good at all times, except that 
the Node eventually rises as Uranus sets: the contra-parallel re- 
mains, withthesigns of the two altitudesreversed. 


Since patterns involving Uranus, the mean Node, and the 
horizon seem often to be associated with troubled marriages, I 
had no hesitation in assigning this event to the moment when 
Uranusandthe Node simultaneously crossed the horizon. Other 
aspects, forthisandotherevents, appearto confirm my choice. 


Thus we have Uranus on the horizon (0') and Node on the 
horizon (0'). These two null orbs are arbitrary since the birth 
time of 5:04.2 UT was chosento make this aspect occur with the 
directionarc forthe marriage. 


Other aspects are dir. Sun conjunct Mercury (+3'), dir. 
Pluto square Jupiter (+5'), and dir. Mars square Pluto (o'). I 
have already mentioned the aptness of these aspects, because of 
Jupiter being lord of the Antivertex and Mars being lord of the 
Descendant. 


Two Neptunian transits grace this event, as if to.confirm 
the directions associated with the native's decision to marry 
(Event 1). Tr. Neptune trines Jupiter (+58') and tr. Jupiter 
sextiles Neptune (+5').

The shop was 
Part of the plan. The Jupiter-Jupiter direction (reflecting the 
mutual Jupiter-Neptune transits and the Pluto-Jupiter direction 
at her wedding) shows that this event hasan impact onher mar- 
riage, andconfirms Jupiter as ruler of Azimuth VIIth.

Pluto conjunct Ascendant(-33')and Saturn 
trine natal Jupiter (+1'); neither of these looks significant. 
More interesting is the previous New Moon, 6th October, which 
took place at 12938' Libra, opposite natal Saturn (-7'), In the 
Campanusmap, whichisthe appropriate one fortransits, Saturn 
is the ruler of house III and therefore can plausibly stand for 
the native's brother.

The summary list of aspects given hereisbasedonl8 
events which were not selected for didactic purposes. I 
was only told about two other events, which I did not 
examine because they seemed trivialto me. These were a 
belated tonsillectomy in July 1959 (age 20.47 years, mir- 
ror arc 199.5319) and an appendectomy in January 1972 (age 
32.97 years, mirror arc 31°.4530). 


Formulae for computing azimuth positions and cusps 
were given in my previous article, cited above. Readers 
should be warned that the value of obliquity given there, 
on page 75, was erroneous. The stated value should be 
replaced by 23.4415361; if this is not done the test data 
cannot be reproduced properly.

THE WORK OF HERMES 


—-IRENE EMERY GOODALE-- 


MAY I5THISMERCURY'SFESTIVAL DAY whenthis year we 
celebrate the 2,480th anniversary of the dedication of his 
Temple onthe Aventine Hillin Rome, 495 B.C. Thisisto 
honour him as the source of my illumination. [*1] As the 
one and only principle of communication behind alltrans- 
mission of knowledge and of nervous energy, Mercury stands 
as the Magician. His realm of magic encompasses the sci- 
ence of hidden relationships and the secret forces of 
nature over which he hasrule. Inhumanpersonality, heis 
self-conscious awareness, objective mind, and that "some- 
thing" through which the Life Power worksto bring seed 
ideas from the archetypal world into manifestation. 


Just how does this process work? To know some of the 
answers to this question [have had to turn to the ancient 
wisdom which explains the steps and stages that one tends,

through habit, to lump together under the single word 
Communication. By taking "communication" apart for a mo- 
ment, we may better understand how Mercury's particular 
magic works for us and for those whose charts we delin- 
eate. 


Mercury, as Magician in the ancient sense of the 
Tarot, is the personification of the ideal human intellect 
or self-consciousness in each of us which, through train- 
ing and practice, observes objectively with the utmost 
care every detail of its environment in acts of concen 
tration. In the process, the Magician gathers data about 
the physical plane of phenomena and becomes aware of the 
many particulars and principles that underlie appearances. 
He observes effects and infers principles and, by means of 
inductive reasoning, builds theories and generalizations 
from what he observes. To assure sufficient evidence, his 
observations are never hasty and superficial as this would 
ultimately limit his powers. 


Through the process of intense concentration, which 
allows for accurate observation, and by the use of induc- 
tive reasoning, the Magician becomes acquainted with the 
laws of nature and, by knowledge of these laws, is able to 
effect transformation in the phenomenal world. For the 
magic to work, he must be extremely carefulto select the 
evidence on which his generalizations will be based. The 
patterns he sendsto the subconscious must be true distil- 
lations of his experience. Thisis very important for the 
subconscious has no way of knowing on its own what the 
right or true pattern really is. 


The subconscious, with no selective power of its own, 
awaits direction and cultivation from the self-conscious. 
It takes from the self-conscious the generalizations the 
latter has accepted as being true, and then works them out 
deductively to infereffects. That our personalinterpre- 
tations of experience be as accurate as possible is, 
therefore, of tremendous importance; the subconscious 
picks up on suggestions which, whether these are true or 
false, will be multiplied throughout the trillions of 
cells within our bodies, and added to the accumulated 
race-memory that is storedin oursubconscious. The sub- 
conscious controls all bodily functions and it determines 
the structure of our bodies according to the patterns and 
generalizations given to it by the self-conscious, which 
the latter had interpreted from sensation. 


Erroneous patterns combined with personal misinter- 
pretations form chains, which is just another word for 
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what St. Paul called 'carnal-mindedness' and death, as 
opposed to Love, which is life. To be carnal-minded isto 
impute to outer conditions or external causes a power over 
our will which they do not possess. If we attribute 
causal power to the flesh, or physical conditions, the 
subconscious accepts this suggestion and proceeds to exer- 
cise control over our vital functions. This is to experi- 
ence life as a slave to circumstance. The subconscious 
will always obey the self-conscious, without reservation. 
It will always do the best it can to act out what the 
self-conscious, the architect of our "temple", says it is. 
That is why it is so important to send it the purest and 
clearest essence of our experience, never suggesting to it 
for a moment that outer conditions can change ourinner 
life. Causes are never external. Outer conditions are a 
consequence of our inner life and of the life of the 
Magician within us. How accurate is his observation? How 
intense his concentration? Is he sending muddled and in- 
complete pictures to our subconscious? Are his generaliza- 
tions erroneous founded on insufficient evidence? 


Implied in the symbol of the Magician is selection 
and_ restriction. His highest and most potent function as 
the communicatoristo establish contact with the super- 
conscious. The force he concentrates comes from this lev- 
el, as does all the power he directs. By careful selection 
of desires he attunes himself to the superconscious. 
Hence histitle: Messenger of the Gods. 


Our messenger's position and the aspects he makesin 
the birthchart will indicate how easy or difficult it is 
for us to make this contact and how receptive we are to 
Lhe idea in the first place. It will indicate Mercury's 
potential for profound observation and deep concentration; 
also, his capacity for putting on blinders. Through the 
chart we will be able to detect how thorough he is in 
getting the evidence on which to base accurate gener- 
alizations, so that the subconscious will mirror back to 
him the higher knowledge and truth of the One life power 
as it exists in the reality of the superconscious. 


Even if these indications are positive, the chances 
are that the Magician in question will need guidance to 
improve his mentalimagery and bring about what he most 
desires. His work to perfect and purify his desires, in 
orderto bring them nearer to the One Reality's Truth and 
Beauty, will have to be indefatigable. He must use symbols 
and images to unfold his intuitive powers that he may 
become a channel to Divine Intuition. 
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Even if Mercury is not conspicuously related to other 
planets, we can suggest these means of advancement to 
speed up his function as communicator to the supercon- 
scious. Thisis where we are fortunate as astrologers, for 
our work deals so much with symbols. 


The more our Mercury expandsto perceive man'strue 
nature and possibilities, the more intuitive the force 
from superconscious levels becomes. The Magician utilizes 
this force to become the initiator for the creative pro- 
cess. He performs what seem like magical acts to those who 
do not know him well. All ideas begin with intention, a 
spiralinward tothe Life power at the center where units 
of power are collected. The Magician formulates seed ideas 
andinitiates the creative process on all planes, bringing 
the limitless Power down through a process from idea to 
creation and formulation into physical actuality. Full 
attention is his necessary first step in the creative 
process, in solving any problem he may confront. We are 
told that nothing can withstand the mental force of one 
who has mastered the art of concentration; it penetrates 
the greatest obstacles. Only this full measure of atten- 
tion can effect change and variation, enabling Mercury to 
prepare the universal solvent. 


This is what is meant by the Philosophical Mercury. 
It is the right use of true comprehension which dissolves 
all obstacles and errors which are partial truth. This 
process releases the energy bound up in form. Having made 
correct generalizations, Mercury escapes from the bondage 
of appearances and error. He makes novel use and applica- 
tion of the principles he discovers at work behind the 
"veil" and is thus able to transform his environment. His 
training and practice have refined his ability to select 
and he is able to discern the subtle distinctions between 
all opposites. He neutralizes these seemingly opposite 
forces and brings them into balance, seeing behind them 
One law at work--the law of love, of fusion and synthesis. 
Knowing this law, he imitates it and performs his mira- 
cles. Thisis the Hermetic Science of hidden causes, from 
which all othersciencesspring. The poweris applied with 
the right use of true comprehension. It is not a question 
of our Mercury gaining new Powers but rather of it ap- 
plying the power we have in new ways. Mercury takesthe 
Foundation given us by nature and builds from this natural 
body, the body of an adept. His art involves using the 
laws of nature with devotion to the good of the whole. He 
has no personality-oriented desires.

This right use of self-consciousness requires the 
proper tools. We know them well as astrologers although, 
in the ancient wisdom of the Tarot, the four aspects or 
powers of the single reality which the Magician uses to 
cultivate his subconscious "garden" are disguised as the 
Wand, the Cup, the Sword, and the Coin. The human personal 
factor is needed to bring these powers (Fire, Water, Air, 
and Earth) to perfection. The same powers correspond to 
the four worlds, or stages, whereby the force becomes 
manifest. These stages are the archetypal world of ideas 
as symbolized by the wand-fire-will and radiant energy; 
the creative world symbolized by the cup-water-imagination 
and the fluid state. (The cup suggests collection of 
experience and the imagination and power of desire to 
create mental images which shape that which has been 
experienced into patterns). 


The creative world (the cup)is followed by the world 
of formation symbolized by the sword-air-action and the 
gaseous state. The swordimplies the power of separation 
and conflict, suggesting that controlled and wisely direc- 
ted destruction is the principal toolin effective action 
to bring about necessary change, To adopt a new focus 
means to reject alternatives, to cut them away with the 
sword. 


The last world is that of manifestation and it is 
symbolized by the coin-earth-physical embodiment and the 
solid state. The coin is manifest form, and it recalls the 
value of a finished product directed to its proper use. 


The Magician begins his work in the world of ideas 
with his wand of willpoised to perform acts of concentra- 
tion and, by virtue of the three remaining worlds, he 
brings his ideas into manifestation as the coin. The 
"idea" has gone from fire-will through water-imagination 
and air-action to be realized in earth. It is in the world 
of formation-air-action that the Magician does his work as 
a transformer. 


In addition to his four tools the Magician holds a 
magic wand aloft in his right hand, the positive-masculine 
side of the body. This wand represents his nerve force 
which has become purified and concentrated by way of 
knowledge combined withtechnicaltraining. He has mas- 
tered his drive, which can now direct the desire force 
efficiently. Constructive mental images and thinking have 
helped totransfer his libido drive automatically fromthe 
physical forms of procreation to the mental forms of 
recreation and this has relieved the pressure of the 
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accumulated and unutilized energy. Education and culture 
have helped to transmute this energy. 


Mercury, as messenger-communicator, is a primary 
human expression of the life power. Through him we are 
instruments for the expression of the one force, and when 
we allow our will to be the divine will it is true. will; 
and hence irresistible. With it we are able to cultivate 
the subconscious and the four main categories of human 
knowledge together with the human desires involving the 
five senses. 


With the life power channeling through us, we trans- 
form our world. The ideas we have in the first world will 
develop and flow to their completion through the images we 
createinthe second world and the forms we focus uponin 
the third world. And in the fourth world the images we 
have made and focused on will tend to materialize in 
actual conditions and events in the phenomenal world. And 
what happens to you and to me, to us as a part of the 
whole, inturnaffectsthe whole. We are bonded together, 
each one of us being a manifestation of the life power. — 


It is no meaningful coincidence that Mecury's metal 
is mutable, liquid at ordinary temperatures. That it is 
exceptionally useful in sealed electrical switches and 
relays, due to its good conductivity, hints of the power 
of Mercury's natural function in our own nervous system, 
when its force is restricted and concentrated. 


I find it curious that Mercury's festival day should 
fall at atime when the transiting Sunisin 25° Taurus, in 
the degree of Algol, the Medusa's head. It has beentermed 
the most evilstarin the heavens. Could the placement of 
Mercury's festival day here be suggesting that one who 
diffuses the nerve force into a thousand hissing serpents 
at the head has a petrifying or restricitve effect, as 
opposed to the healing power of one whose coiled serpent 
has risen as the purified nerve force of the Kundalini to 
become the jewel in the crown?

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THE ASTROLOGY OF FIXED STARS AND COMETS 


--GEORGE C. NOONAN-- 


TRADITIONALLY allcelestial phenomena (eclipses, meteors, 
comets, novae, etc.) came within the competence of the 
astrologer. Today, however, most astrologers concern them- 
selves only with the relative positions of the Sun, Moon, 
and planets as seen from the Earth. Other phenomena, when 
considered at all, are generally misused. And none are 
more abused than are fixed stars andcomets. Taking their 
cue from what popular literature claims was believed of 
comets, modern practitioners are apt to predict widespread 
catastrophe at the very mention of the existence of an 
apparition in the morning newspaper. One need look no 
Further than the "great comet that 'failed™, K ohoutek's 
Comet (1973-XII), to demonstrate the utter foolishness 
with which some of today's astrologers deal with comets. 
Their errors with fixed stars are more subtle, but none- 
theless lead to just as many absurdities. 


Each of the fixed stars was given the nature of one 
or more of the planets by ancient astrologers. It can be 
shown that these natures follow the stellar spectra as 
indicatedinthe following table.

Since each of the stars has the nature of one of the 
planets the modern astrologer treats them as such. Noting 
the celestial longitude of the star, he assumes it is on 
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the ecliptic and proceeds to apply aspects and interpreta- 
tions in the normal manner. As willbe seen, thisis NOT 
the way in which classical astrologers used the stars. In 
addition the procedure described is prima facie in error. 


To begin with, most of the fixed stars are not on the 
ecliptic. To assume that they are is to accept the hypo- 
thesis that very large errors in the measurement of as- 
pects can be tolerated. Figure 1 (opposite) shows the 
geometry of this situation. As long as both bodies are 
close to the ecliptic there will be no significant error, 
but if one of the bodies has an appreciable celestial 
latitude the error in aspect can be quite large (Fig 2). 
The planetary aspects are not in general applicable to the 
fixed stars; and therefore the ancient astrologers used 
them very carefully. 


Another modern error, that is especially applicable 
to comets also, is the complete neglect of the star's 
apparent magnitude (brightness). No important treatise on 
astrology written prior tothe sixteenth century failedto 
mention the importance of the brightness of a planet or 
star. Bright starssuch as Sirius or Rigel were considered 
much more important in a chart than were the dimmer ones 
such as Acubens. And variable stars such as Mira, which at 
times cannot even be seen with asmalltelescope, can only 
be delineated by carefully noting their periods. Who would 
say that the brilliant Ikeya-Seki Comet (1965-VIII), which 
was so bright that it was clearly visible in daylight, was 
of the same consequence as Comet 1948-IV, which was barely 
visible to the naked eye even against a clear dark sky? 
Indeed, ancient astrologers made much of the changing 
magnitude of the planets, giving them much more importance 
as they became brighter. Both the celestial latitude and 
apparent magnitude of stars and comets are important in 
their delineation; and both will be considered in what 
follows. 


If stars cannot be used as "planets" in a chart, then 
how should they be used? In ancient times the stars that 
were rising, setting, and culminating at the time of birth 
were considered to be of primary importance. These stars, 
with their planetary natures, are on the angles of the 
charts. From them the astrologer can delineate much of 
what may befall the native. These stars, those that are 
rising, setting, and culminating at the time of one's 
birth, are the stars you are born under. A thousand years 
ago people could recite the stars they were born under, 
and discourse on their meanings, inthe same manner that 
people today talk of their Sun sign.

CONSIDERATIONS 


An individual's Sun sign is specific to the month of 
birth. The stars one is born under, onthe other hand, are 
functions of the exact siderealtime and the geographical 
latitude of birth. That is, one's Sun sign is shared by 
the millions of other people who were born within the same 
thirty-day period. By contrast, one's astrological chart 
depicting the locations of allthe heavenly bodies at the 
time of birth is as unique as one's fingerprints. The 
stars one is born under is a classification falling be- 
tween these two extremes. 


We have said that the fixed stars have the natures of 
one or more of the planets. This is true, but with a 
significant difference in emphasis. Unlike the planets, 
which today tend to be interpreted passively with an 
emphasis on indicating the psychological "nature" of an 
individual, the stars one is born under are interpreted 
actively to portend a general outline of what a person's 
life may be like. Obviously the planets can be interpreted 
actively too, while the stars also do have a passive 
nature. But the subtle difference in emphasis described 
here isimportant to remember when delineating the fixed 
stars. 


For example, Arcturus (alpha-Bootis) hasthe nature 
of Mars. When rising it portends danger and excitement; 
when culminating at an individual's birth, it brings rich- 
esandhonour; whensetting you can look for trouble from 
rash actions. These are the traditional interpretations 
given by the ancients. A modern astrologer might say that 
Arcturus presages a varied andinteresting life. If placed 
on a person's MC, it could indicate a living earned 
through an occupation others would call exciting. Arcturus 
on the descendant would suggest the possibility of a bad 
temper or the propensity to act without thinking. 


Another example should set the principle of delinea- 
tion of a person's birth stars. Gemma or Alphecca(alpha- 
Coronae Borealis) is of the nature of Venus. When rising 
it gives the affectionate and sympathetic nature one asso- 
ciates with Venus. But the star, unlike the planet, empha- 
sizes the active rather than the passive elements. Hence 
Gemma rising portends an individual fond of pleasure. When 
culminating, the star willindicate a person who is likely 
to prefer pleasure, or pleasurable pursuits, to any other 
activity. When setting Gemma portends a propensity for 
pleasure that can, if not checked, bring about real harm 
to the native: disease, dishonour, even imprisonment. 


Ancient manuscripts call comets "visitors" to our 
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sky. Andsothey are. One day they appear asif by magic. 
They stay for a while then, just assuddenly, they disap- 
pear. Periodic comets such as Halley's are always around 
of course. It is just that they are too far away to be 
seen most of the time, even with a telescope. A cometisa 
valid astrological entity if, and only if, it can be seen 
with the naked eye. And, as was mentioned previously, the 
brighter the apparition the more important it becomes 
astrologically. 


When a comet appears in the sky, its celestial lati- 
tude can be quite large. As it approaches perihelion 
however, it begins to get very close to the ecliptic. When 
the comet appears, even at the higher latitudes, it acti- 
vates the constellation its head isin, and the constella- 
tion towards which its tail (if there is one) is pointing. 
Constellations, even zodiacal ones, have different mean- 
ingsthan do the signs. The constellations are very impor- 
tant in judicial (mundane) astrology. A discussion of 
comets and judicial astrology is beyond the scope of this 
paper. Here we are concerned with genethliacal charts. 
Constellation astrology (ancient sidereal astrology) and 
the eclipses, solarreturns, new moons, etc. that make up 
the body of its subject matter will be presented in a 
subsequent article. 


When the comet gets to within (say) ten or fifteen 
degrees of the ecliptic it is said to be in the Zodiac. 
When the comet is first visible to the naked eye (magni- 
tude about +5) it is said to have entered the solar sys- 
tem. The comet will generally enter the solar system 
before it arrives in the Zodiac. In the zodiac the normal 
planetary aspects apply. It is here that the comet takes 
on a planet-like nature: a very strong--even forcefully 
assertive--Mars. 


An examination of aindividual's birthchart willhelp 
to establish a clearer understanding of the astrology of 
fixed stars and camets outlined above. Figure 3 is the 
chart of Patty Hearst, born at 18:01 PST on 20th February 
1954 in San Francisco, Californias Alpha-Tauri is the most 
prominent of the stars she was born under. This bright 
first-magnitude star was culminating at the time of her 
birth. In ancient times alpha-Tauri wascalled the Torch; 
later the Arabs named it Aldebaran. It is the bright star 
in the Hyades which marks the southern eye of the Bull. 
Astrologically Aldebaran is of the nature of the planet 
Mars. 


Firmicus Maternusin his 4th century Latin treatise 
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Mathesis Libri VII wrote that the red Aldebaran presages 
an individual who is "restless and riotous, always stir- 
ring up popular dissent and revolution". The star is said 
to inflame the minds of people with furious quarrels, to 
be an enemy of peace and quiet, and to crave civil and 
domestic wars. But Aldebaran is also one of the more 
eminently fortunate stars in the heavens, portending rich- 
es and honours. Its natives will always be under stress, 
andbeina constant state of anxiety. They are, however, 
always successful in financial matters. 


Remember that a star if culminating is on the na- 
tive's Midheaven. At the time of Patty Hearst's birth, 
therefore, the planet Mars (at her IC) was opposing the 
star Aldebaran. Aspects by the planets to the angles ofa 
chart, and hence to fixed stars at those angles, are 
perfectly valid regardless of the latitude of the star. 
This is true because the "angle" is not just a point on 
the geographical horizon, but also a great circle on the 
celestial sphere. Over 1,500 years ago, Maternus wrote 
that Aldebaran "when aspected by a malefic portends a 
sudden and unexpected involvement in riots and sedition 
resulting in being unjustly condemned by the people"! 


Or 
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Patty Hearst'srising staris gamma-Pyxis. Thisstar, 
named Alphart, is the western of the two stars located 
near the tip of the mast of the ship Argo. It is of the 
astrological nature of Mars. Alphart rising, therefore, 
indicates individuals with high principles and integrity, 
those who will not easily be swayed by the sophistries of 
the moment. Such people have strong wills, and stand up 
against all who would attempt to subjugate them. While 
they will bend a bit for the sake of reasonable compro- 
mise, they will not sacrifice principle for expediency. 
Indeed, if pressed too hard they are apt to rebel, and 
then their rash actions can lead to their downfall. 


Setting on the western horizon is the martian star 
kappa-Aquarii. Thisstar, named Situla, issituatedinthe 
water that flows from the hand of the Water Bearer. With 
Situla, the planet Mars sits squarely on each of the 
angles of Patty Hearst's chart. The trine from Situla to 
Saturn denotes a capacity for courageous action. The star 
itself is associated with people who are bold and clever 
(note again the trine with Saturn here). They tend however 
to become dissatisfied quite easily and then are likely to 
wander from one interest to another. It is said that those 
with Situla setting never complete what they propose. But 
the true effect here is a tendency to be impatient with 
less than perfection, even with one's self in this regard. 
The martian impetuosity then is at the root of all these 
observed changes. Situla is also the star of those who 
perform their most important work in secret. 


The Hearst picture is completed by Comet 1954-IIl. 
This comet, though dim to the naked eye, is alsocertainly 
representative of the nature of Tania of the recent past. 
The opposition by the comet to the Ist house Moon indi- 
cates a self-indulgent and independent individual with a 
propensity towards seeking out the adventurous. The ses- 
quiquadrate to IlIrd house Saturn fortifies this indepen- 
dence of her nature, showing an intellectually stubborn 
person who will demand her own way (of course, she just 
can't be wrong, now can she?) Even the weak quartile with 
Xth house Jupiter indicates the discontent and resentment 
she displayed during her brief public life. Finally, the 
quincunx with Neptune and Pluto predicts an emotionalism 
that she must learn to control lest it lead to self- 
destructive rash actions. 


The comet's aspects with Neptune and the Moon further 
suggest a depraved nature involving sex and drugs. Given 
the comet's nature of an ultra~straong Mars, one may be 
tempted to predict that Patty Hearst wouldindeedleada 
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promiscuous life. But remember that the apparition was 
dim. This lack of brightness weakens the effect of the 
comet. Rather thana depraved or promiscuous life-style, 
the comet merely predicts, at birth, twenty years before 
such a thing could even be imagined, that Patty Hearst 
would be a child of her times. 


But the indications of the fixed stars given above 
are even more remarkable. Taken from ancient sources such 
as Firmicus Maternus, their descriptions so accurately fit 
the Hearst saga that it is hard to believe they were 
written almost two thousand years ago! 


Comets are comparitively rare events. Lessthan two 
percent of those born since 1900 have a comet in their 
birth chart. However every visible comet that enters our 
solar system will energize our natal planets as transits. 
Consider the bright apparition, Comet 1963-V. It entered 
our solarsystem at 15:40 UTon12th August 1963.It grew 
in brightness, finally obtaining a magnitude of -4.9 at 
perihelion, 23rd August 1963. It entered the Zodiac at 
21:17 UT on 17th August in 17°Leo. It continued forward in 
the Zodiac until 24th August at 1° Virgo, where it began to 
retrograde, leaving the Zodiac on 31st August at 22 Leo, 
and the solar system on 3rd September, at 22°Leo. 


Now consider also the chart of the late President 
John F. Kennedy (Figure 4). Any astrologer looking at this 
chart with Mercury, the ruler of the VIlIth [*1] in its 
own house, conjunct Mars and quartile Uranus, would quick- 
ly point out the possibility of a sudden and violent 
death. But no competent astrologer would attempton the 
basis of the birth chart alone to time this event. Were 
the astrologer looking at Kennedy's chart in 1942, it 
would have been quite natural then to say that the native 
would survive the war only with great difficulty. And 
indeed, history tells us how near the promised violent 
death was to being fulfilled during the war years. 


Let usnow skip to twenty years later. A visitor has 
arrived in our solar system. And it bodes no good for the 
young President: by transit it will quartile his Mars, 
Mercury, and Jupiter (twice), oppose his Uranus, and semi- 
sextile his wide Moon-Saturn conjunction. Thereisnota 
single easy aspect to Kennedy's natal planets while the

sign with the largest number of degrees within the house. 
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cometisin the zodiac. Kennedy is going to have problems. 
And as he is the head of a state, his birth chart is also 
a mundane chart, sothe United States islikely to also be 
in trouble during this time. 


Using planetary progressions, a year of future time 
is assumed to be accounted for by a day's movement of the 
planets. But comets move much faster than do planets. A 
day's movement of a comet is equivalent to only a month, 
30 days, (sometimes as little as a week) of future time as 
measured fromthe instant it enters the zodiac. The first 
event after entering the Zodiac that concerns President 
Kennedy is the semi-sextile to the Moon 4 hours 24 minutes 
later (01:41 UT 18th August). The last eventisthe retro 
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grade quartile to Jupiter at 06:21 UT on 30th August. The 
latter event occured over twelve days after the comet 
entered the Zodiac. Hence the time which the comet is 
likely to produce its deleterious effects onthe President 
is from 18:42 UT 26th August 1963 to 15:01 UT Ist Sept- 
ember1964. 


But what of Mercury, ruler of both the VIIIth and 
XIIth natal houses? The comet quartiles Mercury at 20°36! 
Leo at 18:53 UT 20th August 1963. This was 2 days 21 hours 
36 minutes after the comet entered the zodiac; or 87.01 
days (2.90 months) of future time. President Kennedy was 
assassinated on 22nd November 1963, or 86.6 days after the 
comet entered the Zodiac! 


Comet 1963-V not only predicted the sudden and vio- 
lent death promised in Kennedy's natal chart, but it also 
timedthe eventto within hours! 


Why consider the XIIth house? As mentioned before, 
Kennedy's chart can be considered as a mundane chart, and 
in a mundane chart the XIIth house accounts for under- 
ground movements and secret enemies of the state. 


Little more need be said. But as you ponder a bit 
what Comet Halley in transit may mean in your own chart, a 
word of caution. Remember K ahoutek. The main error astro- 
logers made in that case was torely on early ephemerides 
of its location, and speculation onits future brightness. 
Even with Halley thisshould not be done. Present indica- 
tions of the comet's orbit and apparent magnitude may 
indeed be correct--but don't count on it. When Comet 
Halley enters our solar system its orbit will be perturbed 
by the planets, especially by Jupiter. These perturbations 
are not entirely predictable. As a result the comet's 
location and brightness may vary from that given in early 
accounts, such as in ephemerides published several months 
ago. 


The astrology of events such as comets requires visu- 
al observation if at all possible. With a small astronomi- 
cal telescope, on an equatorial mount with setting cir- ° 
cles, you can determine the comet's location quite accura- 
tely. By comparing its brightness with that of known 
stars, its apparent magnitude can also be estimated. With 
visual observation you can judgeitscomaand tail, deter- 
mine which stars, if any, it occults (and the effect of 
the occultation on the nature of the comet), and assess 
the overallimportance of the apparition. If the cometis 
not visible in your area, or if you do not have a tele- 
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scope, you will have to rely on the observations of 
others: mostly astronomers with no interest in astrology. 
Much of what you want to know for astrological purposes 
may not bereported at all. 


What has been said here concerning the visual obser- 
vations of comets is applicable to the planets too. The 
planets also occult the stars. And there is evidence that 
these occultations affect the nature of the planets in 
subtle ways. While beyond the scope of this paper, my 
research has already shown variations in the nature of 
Saturn with the orientation of its rings. And the expan- 
sion and contraction of Jupiter's great red spot seems to 
indicate a similar effect on that planet. So observe! A 
once-in-a-lifetime important apparition will soon be tran- 
siting your natal planets. What willit meanto you?

Editor's Note: 


The best ephemeris of Halley's Comet that we have come 
across is contained on page 41 of Valliere's Natural 
Cycles Almanac 1985 ($7.95 from AGS, Box 28, Orleans, MA 
02653). Halley will be most visible in the night sky 
during November 1985 and againin April 1986 (its nearest 
point to the Sun occurs 9th February 1986). On 12th Novem- 
ber 1985 there will be a total solar eclipse at which time 
Comet Halley is predicted to be very neartothe ecliptic 
(it will cross the ecliptic on approx. 9th November). At 
that eclipse the Earth, Moon, Sun, Uranusand Halley are 
expectedtoallbe onthe same latitudinalplane. Readers 
should, however, give full consideration to Dr.Noonan's 
words of caution concerning the accuracy of this or any 
other Comet-Halley ephemerides.

On further reflection on the Neptune Cosmic Center, I 
now believe that Galactic Cluster NGC 6913 in Cygnus (see 
CONSIDERATIONS Volumell #2, page 21)isless suitable 
than Galactic Cluster NGC 7092 which is further west. The 
zodiacal longitude of NGC 7092 is 22°Pisces. Its Right 
Longitude (the longitude of the Midheaven when. the centre 
of the cluster crosses the local Meridian) is 20°A quarius. 
Thislatter valueisexactly square tothe Right Longitude 
of the Uranus Cosmic Center at 20° Scorpio. Since Uranus is 
the planet of Electricity (E) and Neptune of Magnetism (M) 
and since these two fields are always at right angles, 
this relationship is very appropriate. Indeed they are the 
planets of Light (EM)! Uranus is the key planet of all 
conception charts just as Neptune is the key planet of all 
"animation" (quickening) charts. Their Suns are usually 
four signs apart. The Southern Stream Uranus Cosmic Center 
has its zodiacal longitude at 26° Scorpio and thus nearly 
foursigns fromthe Neptune one at 22 ° Pisces, so that this 
too "fits" better. Finally, NGC 7092 is some 250 parsecs 
away andthuscloserthanthe 960 parsecsof NGC 6913. A 
parsec is 3 1/4 light years.

PLANETS SIDE BY SIDE 


PARALLELS OF DECLINATION VS CONJUNCTIONS 


--BETH KOCH-- 


THE WORD "PARALLEL" Stems from the Greek para, side by 
side, combined with allelos, one another. Indeed, planets 
involved in a parallel aspect can aptly be described as 
operating "alongside one another". Neither planet seems to 
overwhelm the other; instead, they operate as a cohesive 
unit. 


Two planets are in parallel aspect when their declin- 
ations, or distances from the celstial equator, are equal 
to within one degree. [*1] Some astrologers distinguish 
between parallels and contraparallels (or counter-paral- 
lels). Parallels are formed by two planets whose declina- 
tions are within orbs when both planets are situated on 
the same side of the celestial equator, both having north 
declination or south declination. Counterparallels are 
formed by two planets whose declinations are within orbs, 
when one planet lies north of the celestial equator while 
the other lies south. Most sources, however, do not make 
this distinction. 


When two planets are found to be parallel their 
meanings blend in much the same way as the meanings of 
planets foundto be conjunct. But parallelsseemto repre- 
sent almost exclusively internal energies which are far 
less urgent than those symbolized by conjunctions, al- 
though extremely persistent in their influence on the 
personality. 


Conjunctions are like the mergingoftwoarmies. The 
two forces join unconditionally. They wear the same uni- 
forms, carry one flag and adopt the same purpose, becoming 
a doubly powerful force. Parallels are like the coopera- 
tion of two armies. The two Forces decide it would be to

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their mutual advantage to work together. Each has its own 
motives; each hopes to achieve its own ends through the 
union. The armies donot wear the same uniforms, and each 
carries its own flag into battle. They do not become one 
force and, though they are both strengthened through such 
cooperation, the joining is not as effective asis that of 
the conjunction. Still, it is not to be ignored. 


The conjunction is probably the strongest of all 
aspects. Its meaning is generally quite apparent in the 
life and character of the native. He or she always en- 
counters situationssaturated withitssymbolism.It oper- 
atesboth externally andinternally, its meaning becoming 
an integral part of the stuff he or she is made of. A 
conjunction is a union of planets, whose energies are 


fused. 


A parallel, on the other hand, also represents the 
energies of two planets. The energies do not become blend- 
ed, as with the conjunction, but seem to function along- 
side one another, as the name implies. The meaning of a 
parallel is always intensely personal, visible to the 
outside world only in the form of motivation. Parallels 
symbolize subtle personality traits and processes which 
colour the individual's life in profound ways. When two 
planets are parallel their energies do not so much mix as 
cooperate, each maintaining its distinctive nature. 


For instance, an astrologer discovering a Sun-Uranus 
conjunctionina birth chart would immediately know that 
this individual was somehow attempting to make a statement 
ofidentity. Overt eccentricity would have a part in this 
person's life and personality, along with raw nerves and 
an ever-undaunted sense of personal importance. The Sun- 
Uranus urges would blend to create a need for self-expres- 
sion. 


The same astrologer, finding a Sun-Uranus parallel in 
a birth chart, might jump to the conclusion that it would 
represent an impulse toward self-expression very similiar 
to that described by the conjunction. Observation, how - 
ever, suggests that this assumption is not wholly true. 
The Sun-Uranus parallel individual would have the urgent 
need to be different, as would the Sun-Uranus conjunct 
individual. Yet, rather than exhibiting blatant Sun-Uranus 
traits, the Sun-Uranus parallel indicates a more internal, 
underlying restlessness and asubtle sense of rebellion. A 
deep current of independence woiuld be felt. The Sun- 
Uranus planetary drives would seem to cooperate, working 
together tocreate acertaincharacteristic motivation as 
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opposed to merging as with a conjunction. 


The use of parallels helps to refine an analysis, 
particularly by enhancing the counselling dialogue and 
illuminating subtle points. Very often parallels simply 
reinforce what is already indicated by other factors in 
the natal chart, serving to underline certain traits. 
Often they can help to explain why some chart factor seems 
to be powerfully emphasized in the life of the native. 
Parallels represent internal energy, energy which is often 
difficult to verbalize, externalize or to make tangible. 
They seem to manifest themselves as motivation, according 
to the nature of the planetsinvolved. 


To interpret parallels the astrologer must remember 
the phrase: planets side by side. 


The Sun involvedina parallel creates an inner need 
to experience some heightened measure of self. There will 
be a demanding ego and a real identity search, subtly 
revolving around the drive symbolized by its parallel 
partner. 


Example: The Sun-Mars parallel indicates an inner 
search foridentity through sex; it will almost exclusive- 
ly operate as an internal experience. By contrast, Sun 
conjunct Mars indicates a self-assertive personality, 
strong sexual charisma, self-confidence and an easily 
aroused temper; it represents a powerful blend of solar 
identity with martian force. 


The Moon involved in a parallel suggests a strong 
internal involvement with security and comfort. If a chart 
contains many parallels involving the Moon, we have a 
restless inner self perpetually searching for security. 
The Moon's parallel sensitizes and refinesthe expression 
of the drive symbolized by its parallel partner. 


Example: With Moon parallel Saturn security of ha- 
bits, of emotions and of the very structure of everyday 
life will be a strong motivating factor in the life. This 
will be especially emphasized by the inner caution with 
which this person will approach matters affecting securi- 
ty. By contrast, the effects of a Moon-Saturn conjunction, 
although very similar to those of the parallel, seem more 
likely to appear as problems in dealing with women (espe- 
cially for men) and in coming to terms with the maternal 
influence (for both men and women). The conjunction sug- 
gests tremendously disciplined or tremendously inhibited 
creative talents. Likewise, it points to a strictly 
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strictly controlled internal life, often coupled with 
denial of the responsive self. Security, life structure 
and inner caution are certainly evident needs with the 
conjunction, but they willbe expressed much more visibly 
than with the parallel. 


Mercury involved in a parallel points to an accen- 
tuated inner restlessness. The need to gain perspective 
(and the tendency to lose it) on the nature of Mercury's 
parallel partner is often indicated. 


Example: Mercury parallel Jupiter suggests an exag- 
gerated nervousness within. Such persons tend to overesti- 
mate their luck, to be overly optimistic and to bite off 
more than they can chew. A mixture of self-indulgence and 
rigid self-imposed austerity is likely, as the mental 
forces of Mercury seek to work side-by-side with the 
engulfing, ever-expansive forces of Jupiter, creating an 
inner lust for knowledge but perhaps also a personality 
unable to determine exactly when enough is enough. By 
contrast, the conjunction of these two planets blends 
their energies: it describes a mind flooded with optimism 
and confidence, an expansive or visionary thoughtfulness, 
quite different from the extreme dichotomy, mainly inter- 
nal, represented by the parallel. 


Venus involved in a parallel indicates that the in- 
ternalcapacity for relationship will be affected by the 
nature of the planet situated parallelto her. What mat- 
ters to the individual will work hand in hand with the 
nature of Vanus' parallel partner. 


Example: Venus parallel Neptune can show a personal- 
ity unsure of his or herself in relationships. What is of 
importance to this person on an inner level will be col- 
oured by high ideals or idealism. By contrast, Venus 
conjunct Neptune indicates confusion in relationships, 
unsettled relationships or unrealistic expectations about 
other people. The parallel operates in a more personal 
way, creating self-doubt or extremely creative or romanti- 
cized values. Parallels most often characterize motiva- 
tions. Conjunctions, while rooted in decidely personal 
dimensions, are more apt to describe personality drives 
and external circumstances. 


Mars involved in a parallel can mark a powerfully 
restless inner life. The urge or drive represented by the 
parallel partner will be surrounded by forceful energy, 
competition and directness. 
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Example: Mars parallel Uranus indicates a strong 
inner energy with a tendency toward impulsive competition 
as asource of motivation. This person will feel constant- 
ly challenged, and will thrive on the thrill and excite- 
ment of each new intimate battle. The conjunction of 
these two planets, by contrast, represents a very high 
adrenaline flow, an energy-charged personality, restless, 
impulsive and spontaneous. Anyone with the parallel may 
feel this way inside but the fact will only show erratic- 
ally, or not at all, to others. 


Jupiter involved in a parallel leads to an inner 
vision that always gazes towards the future, hopeful and 
optimistic according to the nature of the other planet. 


Example: Jupiter parallel Venus indicates someone 
who looks toward the future in terms of relationships and 
values. This person willbe optimistic about relationships 
but may have difficulty living wholly in the moment. The 
conjunction more specifically gives a people-centered 
orientation; the native sees the best in human potential 
and really needs others, which does not seem applicable to 
the parallel. 


Saturn involved in a parallel seems to create inner 
caution, whetherin the form of conscience, inhibition or 
self-restraint. Practical concerns and building a solid 
structure to one's life are often important sources of 
motivation. An inner attitude of great seriousness sur- 
rounding the drive of Saturn's parallel partner makes the 
native highly sensitive about expressing this drive. 


Example: Saturn parallel Mercury shows a well direc- 
ted but cautious inner restlessness. Individuals with this 
parallel will be quite sensitive about their intellectual 
capacities, communicative abilities, and so on. By con- 
trast, Saturnconjunct Mercury indicates some conscious 
control or discipline of the mental faculties. 


Uranus involved in a parallel indicates strong inner 
restlessness and raw energy coupled with erratic and often 
subtly eccentric attitudes surrounding the drive symbol- 
ized by its parallel partner. 


Example: Uranus parallel Jupiter suggests an inner 
condition constantly activated and excited by whatever is 
thought tolie inthe future. The Uranus-Jupiter conjunc- 
tion, by contrast, generally showsspontaneous good for- 
tune, the tendency to act on good feelings, meeting the 
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future with enthusiasm and being prone to maximum degrees 
of self-indulgence. This contrasts dramatically with the 
inner looking-ahead condition of restlessness, represented 
by the parallel. 


Parallels involving Neptune are often very strong 
combinations, as Neptune operates so well on the intangi- 
ble, inner levels of human personality. Neptune involved 
in a parallel suggests strong currents of creative, con- 
fusing, inspirational and fanciful imagination working 
handin hand with the energy ofits parallel partner. 


Example: Neptune parallel Sun represents an ego and 
self-image internally coloured by the creativity, sensi- 
tivity and spirituality of Neptune--and probably by its 
distortion as well. This parallel suggests that creative 
expression of the identity is a compelling source of 
motivation for the native. The conjunction adds a simi- 
larly intangible note to the expression of the essential 
self, but manifests itself more easily than the parallel. 
It is usually far easier to express the energy of a con- 
junction than it is to express that of a parallel. 


Pluto involved in a parallel adds a very subtle touch 
of compulsion to the need and drive associated with its 
parallel partner. These combinations function on such deep 
levels that their presence isscarcely discernible without 
probing introspection. 


Example: Pluto parallel Moon suggests deeply rooted 
security needs and a powerful lunar restlessness. The 
power drives would operate in extremely subtle waysand 
would be very emotional in orientation, "power" being 
sought constantly in the individual's everyday affairs. 
Pluto parallels represent still waters which run excessiv- 
ely deep. The Pluto conjunct Mooncombination is similar, 
but while the conjunction represents the volatile, crea- 
tive blending of these two very potent forces, the paral- 
lel represents an even more vague, less conscious coopera- 
tion between them. 


Every parallel will seem to be strongest when it fits 
in with and supports the primary theme of the natal chart. 
Planets which rule the chart or are prominently placed 
become a more powerful influence when supported by paral- 
lels. A parallel which confirms other factorsin the birth 
chart indicates aninner condition compatible with outer 
circumstances. One which stands out from the rest of the 
natal chart indicates an internal condition which will 
challenge or clash with outer circumstance. 
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Parallels which represent the joining together of 
certain especially compatible planetary pairs also indi- 
cate strong internal energy. These natural pairs represent 
the strongest parallels. Their presence tends to amplify 
and accentuate any natal aspects which might exist between 
these pairs, as well asto indicate strong internalempha- 
sis. The Sun and Moon represent a classic pairing, as do 
Jupiter and Saturn, which represent the planetary gateway 
between the conscious and the subconscious, the personal 
and collective dimensions of the personality. The other 
major parallel pairs involve Mercury, Venus and Mars each 
with its higher octave, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto. Obser- 
vation indicates these parallels are the strongest. They 
seem to have adoubleimpact astheircompatible energies 
join forces within. 


Sun parallel Moon creates an inner emphasis on iden- 
tity; Jupiter parallel Saturncreatesaninner emphasis on 
ambition; Mercury parallel Uranus creates an inner empha- 
sis on nerves and restlessness; Venus parallel Neptune 
creates aninner emphasis onideals andimagination; Mars 
parallel Pluto creates an inner emphasis on sex and power. 


When many parallels involving a particular planet are 
found in a chart a certain slant is created, and emphasis 
shifts toward the drive or urge represented by that plan- 
et. One or more of the slants can often be found in a 
chart. When there are numerous parallels involving the Sun 
the slant is toward the ego; when they involve the Moon 
the slant is toward sensitivity, moodiness; Mercury, the 
slant is toward restlessness and spontanaeity; Wenus rela- 
tionships; Mars sex and competition; Jupiter indulgence; 
Saturn security and ambition; Uranus individuality and 
rebellion; Neptune diffuseness; Pluto compulsion. 


Parallels add an interesting new dimension to any 
chart. Both ME-P-UR and VE-P-NE are foundinthe horoscope 
of rock star Prince [*2] suggesting his motivation is that 
of a restless dreamer with a shocking imagination. Tai 
Babilonia [*3], famed ice skater, hasa slant on parallels 
involving Mars, which have created an inner spirit of 
sport and competition. Herchart also contains JU-P-SA 
which adds ambition and indicatesa strong internal moti- 
vation to constantly expand her talents.

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Consider the chart of a young woman [*4] with a 
horoscope filled with traditional stable factors. She 
broke up her seven-year marriage despite the fact that she 
has five children and no really severe problems with her 
husband. Her reasoning? She desperately needs to find her 
ownsense of identity. Her chart reveals severalparallels 
to both the Sun and Moon, indicating how much identity 
motivates this woman. 


Parallels often shed new light on a chart. They 
compliment holistic or psychological astro-analysis and 
can be helpfulin traditional forms of character analysis 
and prediction, contributing new highlights and fresh 
perspectives to interpretive work. Much wisdom is con- 
tained in the forgotten and ignored teachings of modern 
astrology's forerunners. Parallels are worth dusting off 
andexperimenting with, asthey are an especially fruitful 
product of that wisdom. 


A TECHNICAL NOTE 


Virtually all computerized data tables contain a 
listing of planetary declinations, usually under the head- 
ing DEC or DCL and with the symbols + or N to denote north 
declination, and - or S to denote south declination. Para- 
lel aspects are symbolized by the capital letter 'P', or 
by two vertical strokes '9{', or by one of the many typo- 
graphic paragraph signs. 


When one must interpolate a planet's declination from 
ephemeris positions, it can be obtained in the same manner 
as longitude and can aften be calculated mentally. Care 
must be taken, however, when the rate of motion in declin- 
ation changes fast (as is always the case with the Moon). 
Remember also that declination often turns around, much 
like longitude when a planetis stationary-retrograde or 
stationary-direct. 


Many astrologers think that a fluctuating orb is 
appropriate for parallels. As readers may verify by put- 
ting two elastic bands around a tennis ballto represent 
the equator and the plane of the Zodiac, a planet moving

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past the vernal or autumnal point (where the two elastic 
bands meet) must have a rapidly changing declination; when 
moving close to the cusp of Cancer or Capricorn (where the 
two elastics are farthest apart), it must have almost the 
same declination for a very long period--"declination" 
here being the distance between the two elastic bands. 
Thus around 21st Marchthe Sun's declination covers one 
degree inless than three days; around 21st Juneit can be 
between 22°27! and 23°27! for over a month. If orbs depend 
on time, andif the orb of a Sun parallelin March should 
be one degree, then in June-July it should be ten times 
smaller, or 6' only.

THE BUSINESS CYCLE

AMERICANINDUSTRIAL PRODUCTION can be graphed to distin- 
guish between highs and lows of business activity. High 
business activity generally means plentiful jobs, rising 
prices, wage and benefit increases--in a word, prosperity. 
Low business activity, on the other hand, forces prices 
down as industrial production slows, wages and profits 
decline, and the nation suffers depression. 


The business cycle, composed of the leading economic 
indicators(steel, auto, crude petroleum, lumber, freight, 
trucks, bituminous coal, and paperboard production), isa 
reliable gauge of the long-term economic climate. The 
stock market, onthe otherhand, isashort-termindicator 
of economic conditions; it is sensitive to rapid global 
and societal changes. 


The business cycle indicates the health of the Ameri- 
caneconomy.Itisnot aninvestmentindex like Standard & 
Poor's 500, but anoverview of the condition of the gener- 
aleconomy. One doesnot make specific investment deci- 
sions based on the business cycle alone. Individual in- 
vestmentvehicleshavecyclesoftheirown, e.g., the gold 
cycle, the realestate cycle, the interest rate cycle. The 
business cycle is used to forecast the highs and lows, the 
boomsand busts, ofour whole financialsystem. 
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Unravelling the mysteries of the business cycle takes 
usinto history. A 54-yearcyclein European wheat prices 
between 1500 and 1869 was discovered by Lord Beveridge in 
1922. The 54~yearrhythm is an extraordinary example of 
price tendencies. Random distortions in the cycle are evi- 
dent but a persistent wave between 50 and 60 years is 
clear. 


Edward Dewey (once Chief Economic Analyst for the 
U.S. Department of Commerce) checked Beveridge's data in 
1962 and found it infallible. He even expanded the re- 
search base by analyzing wheat prices since 1929, and 
found that the same 54-year cycle persisted. Furthermore, 
after studying figures since 1100 A.D., relative to the 
thickness and thinness of Arizona tree rings, Dewey was 
able to suggest aconnection between wheat harvests and 
rainfall, because the same 54-year rhythm was clearly 
evident. 


N. D. Kondratieff, Director of the Conjuncture Insti- 
tute of Moscow, greatly contributed to the acceptance of 
this 54-year rhythm in economic activity. He was ableto 
demonstrate aconsistent 54-yearpattern, a"long wave", 
in western world economic performance. 


The French astrologer Andre Barbault has tied this 
54-year cycle in economic activity to the 45.36-year syno- 
dic cycle of Saturn-Uranus. However, the Saturn-Uranus 
cycle is too short: the economic rhythm fluctuates between 
50 and 60 years, with a crest-to-crest average interval of 
54 years. Others [*1] have proposed taking the moving 
midpoint of Saturn-Uranus to Pluto, a cycle averaging 
52.944 years, to inidcate the K ondratieff cycle. The au- 
thor has found no evidence that this midpoint cycle does 
correlate with business fluctuations. It is not enough to 
find a celestial cycle with a similar length to an econo- 
mic wave pattern. One must then Prove an extended connec- 
tion between the two. 


The work of Kondratieff, Dewey, and Beveridge poses 
questions whose answers we still seek. Why do economic 
affairs throughout the world fluctuate in rhythms? 


Life forms are selective. Strawberries, for example, 
respond tored light waves, plumsto blue light waves, and

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bananasto yellow light waves. Noone knows for sure why 
the light spectrum is absorbed differently by these 
fruits. Then again, why is there a 3.5-year corn price 
cycle, and a 17.75-year pig-iron price cycle? Most stock 
prices fluctuate indpendently of one another, just as the 
various organs in our bodies have distinct rhythms. It 
seems that Life is composed of multiple, non-random cy- 
cles. 


A second mystery is even more perplexing. Nearly 
every natural and artificial (man-made) phenomenon seems 
to have more than one cycle, asifit were beinginfluenc- 
ed by a number of different forces, all acting on it at 
the same time. Take cotton prices as anexample: al7.75- 
year cycle dominates, but shorter cycles of 12.8, 11, 8.5, 
and 6 years are evident; a longer period measuring 37 
years, andthe oldstandby, the 54-year cycle also exists 
in cotton prices. 


Any analysis of production, price, and distribution 
data confounds the expert with multiple harmonic rhythms. 
It is as if a host of rhythms, all going up and down with 
different beats, blendtogether to produce an oscillating 
wave. The patterns that emerge from the thousands of 
rhythms studied so far reveal one profound truth. A basic 
causal factor, diverse yet regular enouth to indicate 
repetitive cycles, does exist; and in some way it regu- 
lates biological life. We believe this "force" is the 
result of solar system mechanics. 


The economic journals are full of brilliant inventors 
and statisticians who front their theories for a time and 
gain whatever recognition their efforts merit. One merit- 
orious example will do. Samuel Benner, born in 1832 at 
Bloom Furnace, Ohio, worked asa youth in his father's 
iron factory. After service inthe Civil War, he married a 
senator's daughter and became a properous hog and corn 
farmer. The 1873 panic and an untimely hog cholera epi- 
demic drove Sam Benner into bankruptcy. Benner spent most 
of his remaining life studying economic cycles. 


Benner's major contribution to the knowledge of cy- 
cles was in the price fluctuations of pig iron and corn. 
It is worth noting Benner's efforts from a historical 
perspective forhe wassuccessfulin forecasting pig-iron 
prices over a period of sixty years. Had an investor 
traded pig iron from 1875 to 1935 on the basis of Benner's 
work, his initial investment would have increased by a 
factor of forty-four! Gradually, however, Benneer's system 
has fallen out of favor--it has fallen out of step with 
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the true price levels. Benner also discovered cycles in 
cotton, wheat, and pork prices, andacycleof depression 
every eighteen years. The mention of this last period, 18 
years, brings us back to aleading thread running through 
thre economic fabric of our nation. 


Eleven years, eighteen years, fifty-four years--these 
cyclesexistina wide range of plant, animal, and econom- 
ic behavior. They are part of the sunspot series. Sunspots 
are gaseous eruptions on the solar surface, giant turbu- 
lences which periodically send waves of charged particles 
storming through space. Since chemical and electrical 
charges occur in all living things during solar storms, it 
is no wonder that sunspot cycles should be found in so 
many living phenomena. 


It was first proposed by Sir William Herschelin the 
19th century, and later by W. Stanley Jevons, that radia- 
tion from the Sun affects the yields of important farm 
commodities and, hence, farm prices and industrial produc- 
tion. Some truth exists in this early theory, since the 
Sun is instrumental in climatic and crop fluctuations. 
Recently, the Sun's effect upon human psychology has sug- 
gested a correlation with market conditions. Radiation 
from the Sun brings about alterations in individual mood, 
reaction time, and productivity. [*2] 


This writer believes sunspots to be the primary spark 
which regulate the direction (expansion or contraction) of 
the economy. Sunspots show the general pattern of bus- 
iness, much as the business cycle indicates the overall 
economy. 


Sunspots increase and decrease daily in waves that 
range from 8 to 13 years in length, with the greatest 
amplitude (most sunspots) occuring at intervals 1l.l-years 
apart. In one wave, positive magnetic spots will lead in 
the northern hemisphere, while negative spots will lead in 
the southern hemisphere. During the next ll-year wave, 
this polarity is reversed. Due to this shift in magnetic 
polarity, the sunspot cycle is two-fold: a primary cycle 
of 11.1 years and a magnetic cycle of 21.2 years. 


The maximum yearly number of sunspots usually corre- 
lates with a healthy economy. Peak sunspot years in the 
present 20th century occurredin1905, 1917, 1928,1937,

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1947, 1957, 1968, and 1980. Prosperity was indeed evident 
during these years. Low sunspot years show an opposite 
correspondence--economic recession. Recent sunspot minima 
occured in 1901, 1913, 1923, 1933,1944, 1954, 1964, and 
1976. 


Sunspot numbers have been decreasing monthly since 
December 1979. A minimum is likely in 1987, with 1984 
being acritical "turning point" year. The average number 
of sunspots monthly in 1984 has fallen to below 50 forthe 
first time in seven years. This "calming of the Sun" will 
temper the mood of people and the financial markets in 
general, thus precipitating the next recession that will 
occur between 1986 and 1988. 


The massive Sun shines on no magic formula. In 
searching for a rhthym to solar as well as terrestial 
petterns, we must sometimes turn to purely mathematical 
solutions. Mathematical averages are produced from several 
observed cycles to minimize contradictions. The result is 
a synoptic pattern--similar to today's genetic engineering 
where two varieties of plant or anmimal, a donkey anda 
horse, for example, are cross-bred to produce a hybrid:ia 
mule. 


Louise L. Wilson collected over 1,400 allegations of 
economic cycles. [*3] Edward Dewey later analyzed these in 
an attempt to discover if cycles clustered at certain 
periodicities. One of Dewey's objectives was to isolate 
random cycles from non-random ones. The results of his 
study are truly inspiring. The haze created by hundreds of 
contradictory cycles, heaped one atop another and distri- 
buted without cause or origin, was partially lifted by 
Dewey's efforts. He came close to understanding the basis 
of economic cycles. 


Dewey noted a tendency for non-random economic cycles 
to cluster at ranges of 3.5, 6, 18, and 54 years. A har- 
monic theory emerged from this finding which Dewey called 
Double and Triple Progressions. If an economic cycle peri- 
od is found of one length, a cycle period will often be 
found in several other economic data that is exactly twice 
or three times as long, or half or one-third as long, as 
the original cycle length. This cannot be due to chance, 
or else a listing of any cycle periods would be distri- 
buted smoothly--in other words, there would be as many

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14-yearcyclesas 16,17, and 18-yearcycles. The Triple 
Progression idea produces equally-spaced intervals accord- 
ing to the formula. Thus, a family of economic cycles 
clustering around 2 years is apt to be joined by other 
non-random clusters of 6, 18 and 54-year intervals, and, 
also, of 2/3 of a year. 


What cause might there be to this tendency for cycles 
to group at these precise harmonic intervals? The Sun and 
Moon are most suspect. Roger W. Robbins[*4] considered 
that solar and lunar cycles can account for all of the 
non-random periodicities found in Wilson's catalog of 
economic cycles within arange of 2 to 25 years. Robbins 
further stated that "many cycles found in economic data 
are probably random and not influenced significantly by 
either solar or lunar forcing." 


That some harmonics of solar and lunar cyclesdonot 
show any apparent influence on economic activity should 
not be taken as proof against a soli-lunar effect. The 
sheer number of non-random economic cycles which cluster 
around key solar and lunar-cycle lengths leaves little 
room for doubting a celestialinfluence. A prime example 
is the lunar node cycle of 18.6 years. The nodes of the 
Moonare the two intersection points betweenthe Moon's 
orbit and that of the Earth. Eclipses occur whenthe Sun 
and Moon areconjunct near to a node. The nodes are im- 
portant among the twenty lunar variables that predict the 
rising and falling of the tides. Economically, the 18.6- 
year nodalcycle can be noticedina wide range of similar 
length cycles: real estate activity, stock prices, bank 
credit, coal production, and many more. The second harmon- 
ic of the 18.6-year nodalcycle, 9.3 years, shows up in 
wheat, copper, and cotton prices, industrial stock prices, 
manufacturing production, and business failures. The third 
harmonic of 18.6, 6.2 years, correlates with passenger car 
sales, cigarette and railroad stock prices, short-term 
interest rates, and a host of others. 


We return now to the 54-yearrhythm. This cycle may 
have a solar pulse as its base. There is no solar cycle 
with a length of 54 years exactly, but the K ondratieff 
cycle may be ahybrid: acombination of the 46.5-year and 
the 63-year sunspot cycles. More likely, however, itisa 
manifestation of the 2nd harmonic 27.5-year solar cycle.

THE BUSINESS CYCLE 


A 56-year pattern, discoveredin1932 by J. M. Funk 
and popularized by David Williams, is morein keeping with 
economic trends than is the alleged 54-yearcycle. Since 
1761 businesscycles have demonstrated a repetitive pat- 
tern: at 20-20-16 year intervals the U. S. economy has 
faltered. This 56-year pattern has, without exception, 
corresponded with the worst financialpanics. The panics 
of 1761, 1781, 1801, 1817, 1837, 1857, 1873, 1893, 1913, 
1929, 1949, and 1969 fallinto this pattern. 


Funk's cyclical system indicated that 1984 would be a 
year of rapid expansion and production, that prices would 
be high. Funk also suggests that late-1985 will result in 
a panic: that stock prices will plunge downward and that 
business will tighten. This slowdown of business will 
result in industrial stagnation in 1988, which will be a 
year of low prices. By 1992 the economy will be moving 
again, with wages, prices, and productivity onthe rise. 


How does the sunspot cycle and Funk's analysis stack 
up to other businessindicators? Professor H. L. Moore of 
Columbia University introduced a cycle based on the in- 
ferior conjunction of Venus with the Sun when Venus is 
near either of its nodes. Moore's Venus-Sun cycle comes at 
regular eight-yearintervals. Williams [*5] has charted it 
since 1810, and it shows a remarkable correlation with 
business activity. The last Venus-Sun-node configuration 
may be anexception though. It occuredin November1978. 
The Moore hypothesis failed in 1978 because at that time 
the business index was rising; it did not exhibit the 
expected substantial fall until 1980. The next conjunction 
occurs in November 1986, which suggests a falling index at 
that time. 


This writer predicted [*6] that Ronald Reagon would 
be re-elected and that, therefore, continued prosperity 
seemed likely. Yet the national prosperity which has been 
spurred on by the Reagon victory, could be interrupted by 
a number of sudden events. Financialcalamity, after all, 
depends not onthe President or the elected representa- 
tives alone. Worldwide conditions could cause a collapse 
in the debt structure and trigger international bank de- 
faults. Reagon may not finish his second term in office, 
as many astrologers have predicted. Or the Democrats in

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Congress may rally to block key measures aimed at reviving 
the economy, which in their opinion are malign "errors of 
the Republican view". For whatever cause, 1985 is likely 
to begin the next business depression. 


Asthe stock market usually leads the business cycle, 
a pronounced low in stock prices should precede the forth- 
coming business panic. Reviewing the stock market predic- 
tions for the next several years, this writer predicts 
that the primary crash of 1985 willoccur late in the year 
and progress through 1986. Some astrologers have predicted 
the collapse to occur in early 1985. Evidence against such 
a business slump is the November 1984 Jupiter-Saturn sex—- 
tile. This aspect has in the past demonstrated a 62% 
success rate of indicating a rise in business activity. 


The cycle of prosperity to depression and back invol- 
ves four stages. First comes "prosperity", a vigorous boom 
triggered by technological breakthroughs and large-scale 
investments in industrial innovation. It lasts about two 
decades. We experienced this from 1945, the end of World 
WarlII, to 1965,the Vietnam War. 


Then comes "recession", the time when business is 
still fairly good but growth slows. Profits shrink and 
tensions build from stiffer competition, surplus produc- 
tion capacity, soaring debts andinflation. The period of 
1966-1973 fits this scenario. 


The next stage is "depression", a 10 to 15-year 
period of bankruptcies, decling investments, mass unem- 
ployment, protectionism, and widespread pessimism, such as 
the U.S. experienced following the 1973 oilshortage cri- 
sis. 


The final stage is "recovery". Business adjusts to 
the harsher economic climate over a decade or more, costs 
are trimmed, efficiency boosted. Wage costs come down 
under the pressure of chronic unemployment. Profits im- 
prove. New entrepreneurs appear to launch the next boom. 
This has been happening since 1983. 


We have been through two severe recessions since 
1973. There could be a third onein 1985-86. If the pres- 
ent upturn falters before capital spending can gain momen- 
tum, the cycle of the past will repeat on schedule. Per- 
haps this is unavoidable. The Sun's effect on the con- 
sciousness of mankind may force periodic globaleconomic 
shifts. 1986-87 is the next predicted sunspot low. The 
estimated mean number of sunspots for the year ranges 
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between 3 and 37. This unusually low sunspot count indi- 
cates a collapsing market. The economic climate until 
1992-93 is, therefore, ragged. Steep rises and falls are 
to be expected. The stock market will lead the way, so 
watch it carefully. 


One last comment should suffice to cheer the faint- 
hearted. The exact nature of the next panic is hard to 
foresee because every downturn in the economy has a style 
allits own. Will high interest rates and continued defla- 
tion characterize the next business slump, or will some 
combination of factors bring the country to its knees? The 
1929 depression lasted untilthe outbreak of World Warll. 
The catastrophic 1930s brought economic, political, and 
cultural changes to nearly every nation on the planet. 
National boundaries, trade agreements, and sovereignty 
were reshaped on a scale never before witnessed. Anxiety 
over Vietnam and Watergate has helped provoke a series of 
deep recessions since the late 1960s. The business boom 
of 1982 signals yet another historic conversion of ideo- 
logies. As the Industrial Age gives way, corporate mer- 
gers, an uncertain economy, and increased demand and com- 
petition are changing how we live. Enter the Age of Infor- 
mation. 


We are in the throes of an economic, socio-politic 
renaissance. 1989 marks the two and a half century journey 
of Pluto around the Sun. In this year Pluto will be at its 
closest point to the Sun. Historically the Pluto peri- 
helion has been associated with rapid cultural changes. 
Advancements are made in science, medicine, and the arts. 
Wealth is radically redistributed. Wars and migration of 
people increase. Nations retool to meet the demands of 
more sophisticated markets. People adopt new principles of 
business and philosophy. A revolution of bold, new ideas 
sweep through institutions. It is a time of challenges, 
difficulties, and tremendous opportunities. Only those 
with foresight and keen sense will understand what the 
transition represents. They will prepare and ride the 
storm, as others like them in the past, to greater wealth 
and fortune.

PETER DOUGHTY writes: I just last week saw your summer 1984 
issue, and found Maurice Poulin's article on Hitler and Nazism 
quite interesting. His quote from John Toland's biography of 
Hitler is powerful imagery and fascinating astrologically by its 
connection with the "Non-Aggression" Pact--a major historical 
event: the legitimation of a nightmare. I wish to make known a 
chart for that event, based on a statement in A History of Russia 
by George Vernadsky that the "pact between Germany and the Soviet 
Union (dated August 23) was signed at 1 am. on August 24" (p.

Moscow): Pluto at 2 Leo is rising (Ascendant 26 Cancer), the Moon 
in Sagittarius (foreign affairs) is two degrees past the square 
to Neptune at the IC (Neptune only 13' from the USA's natal 
Neptune at the MC!), Mars stationary direct at 24 Capricorn on 
the Descendant (according to the American Ephemeris, Mars turned 
direct at 00:02 UT, 02:02 standard time in Moscow), the Sun at 
29°54' Leo conjunct Venus, Jupiter in Aries as the highest planet 
is quintile Mars. It sure looks like an election, and we all know 
Hitler used astrologers. 


I hope this can fill ina gap for other mundane astrologers.
